HINT OF ANOTHER’ BATTLE, 


Mr. Moody Attacks the Contracts in 
the Sundry Civil Bill—Mr. Ding- 
ley Repels a Charge of Favorit- 
ism—Corbett’s Seat. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Another desperate onslaught 
was made on the San Pedro Harbor 
appropriation today in the House. It 
was repulsed, and the item is now sup- 
posed to be safe, but a new line of 
sattack was disclosed in the debate. The 
next move will be to petition the courts 
for an injunction forbidding the Sec- 
retary of war to award the bids on the 
ground that $2,900,000 is only enough for 
a brcakwate:, and enough for a har- 
bor of commerce and fefuge. This in 
the face of a bid of $1,300,000 for the 
breakwater. 

The first attack was made by Mr. 
Parker of New Jersey on Oakland Har- 
bor, on the ground that no contraci 
existed, hoping to throw out San Pe- 
dro by the same means. Mr. Cannon 
of Illinois, explained that many har- 
bors, public buildings, battleships, etc., 
might be ruled out on the same ground. 
The Oakland item was passed. 

Then Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio claimed 
that certain parties offered to build 
a harbor at Santa Monica without cost 
to the government, if the latter fur- 
nished the engineers. This was denied. 

Mr. Cannon said the Chief of En- 
gineers asked an appropriation for a 
breakwater, but the committee refused 
this but granted one for improvements. 
He thought the courts might restrain 
ithe work unless it was shown that 
the total appropriation was sufficient 
for completing the harbor, despite the 
opinion of the Aittorney-General t7 the 
contrary. After a sharp debate, the 
paragraph was passed. 

MR. MOODY’S ATTACK. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—A long and 
somewhat exciting ‘debate over the 
river and harbor appropriations was 
precipitated in the House during the 
consideration of the Sundry Civil Ap- 
propriation Bill. It was _ practically 
agreed by all those who participated 
that there would be no River and Har- 
bor Bill at this session of Congress, 
and this led Mr. Moody to attack the 
contract items carried in the Sundry 
Civil Bill. He selected an appropriation 
of $350,000 for Rockland, Me., which 
is in Mr. Dingley’s district, and his 
remarks in denunciation of what he 
termed favoritism approached the 
sensational. 

Mr. Dingley denied that he had ever 
suggested the appropriations to the 
Committee on Appropriations, or to any 
individual members of the committee. 
It was intimated that tnere was a plan 
to defeat all the ‘tems in the bill, so 
as to force consideration of a general 
River and Harbor Bill, but this intima- 
tion was not born? out by the vote upon 
the amendment upon which the debate 
rested. Only four pages of the bill were 
disposed of today. f 

The Senate amendments to the Army 
Appropriation Bill were agreed to with- 
out debate. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THB TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] For two hours the House, 
in committee of whole, battled over the 
appropriations in the Sundry Civil Rill, 
which provides for river and harbor 
work, using the Oakland Harbor item 
as a pretext, and then as much time 
was spent over the San Pedro item, 
where the opposition took the old form, 
and for a time it seemed that the bat- 
tle of the last Congress would be waged 
once more. But both Califernia items 
pulled through without a scratch, and 
though it was developed that there is 
much opposition to the River and Har- 
bor Bill, some leaders declared this 
Congress could not adjourn’ without 
passing such a@ measure.

Parker of New Jersey secured the con- 
sideration of the river and harbor 
items and at once moved to strike out 
the provision for Oakland Harbor, San 
Pedro and a number of other harbors, 
on the ground that there was no con- 
tract calling for such an expenditure 
of money, and consequently the provis- 
ions belong to river and harbor legisla- 
tion. 

As soon as the San Pedro item was 
reached, Mr. Grosvenor began to fight 
it, bringing up all the old questions, 
and then asking Mr. Cannon.if it was 
not true that an offer was on file at 
the War Department from private citi- 
zens to build a breakwater at Santa 
Monica and give it to the United 
States if the nation would do the en- 
gineering work which would be neces- 
sary. | ~ 

Mr. Cooper of Wisconsin, who dla 
so much work in the funding bill fight, 
took up the cudgels and showed that 
three engineer boards had decided 
against Santa Monica and this dispoeed 
of any gratuitous proposition to build 
the harbor at private expense, for the 
government could not order its officers 
to build works where fellow-officers 
had said a breakwater was impossible. 

Mr. Hepburn of Iowa and Mr. Gros- 
venor of Ohio seemed bitter against 
the San Pedro item. The latter said 
once that he would not consent to al- 
low the paragraph to go through, but 
in the face of pressure he did not even 
move to strike it out, and so the para- 
graph was left intact without even thé 
formality of a vote. 

During the debate Congressman Can- 
non made a statement which may por- 
tend trouble for the San Pedro work 
even yet. He said while the Attorney- 
Genenal believed there was authority 
under law to prosecute work on San 
Pedro Harbor under the bill and the 
Walker report, he believed there was 
another construction possible, and as 
courts were open to every citizen he 
thought that some Californian might 
test the question of the right of the 
government to spend the appropriation 
on an outer harbor of refuge. Mr. Can- 
non will not admit that he has heard 
this feature discussed. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—SENATE— 
Henry W. Corbett’s right to a seat in 
the Senate from Oregon was under con- 


@sideration by the Senate for five hours 


today. Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin, in 
a few words, concluded the speech 
which he began yesterday in favor of 
Mr. Corbett, and was followed by Mr. 
Teller of Colorado. 

Mr. Teller spoke in support of the 
resolution presented by a majority. of 
the committee. He said that when the 
Mantle case was before the Senate in 
1893 he had taken the same position 
now taken by Mr. Spooner. He had, 
he said, come to recognize this question 
as one of constitutionas construction, 
but he felt that the Senuite wis ttmder 
Obligation to the people to make such 
a décision as would accord with the 
facts presented. In conclusion, Mr. 
Teller declared his intention to stand 
in this case by the decision reached by 
the Senate in the Mantle case in 1893. 

Mr. Allen of Nebrdska maintained 
that in view of precedents, which he 
cited, the fact was established that 
after the Legislature had been in ses- 
sion and had failed to elect, the Gov- 
ernor had no right to appoint. He held 
that there was no power in the Gov- 
ernor to appoint a Senator at the be- 
ginning of an original term, that power 
lying wholly in the Legislature. 

Mr. Turner of Washington followed 
in an extended and carefully-prepared 
speech in favor of the seating of Mr. 
Corbett. He said he would vote for 
Mr. Corbett’s admission, although he 
regretted that the applicant for ad- 
mission was not, in his opinion, more 
nearly right in his political views. 

Mr. Turley of Tennessee, a member 
of the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, said that the views he held 
would compel him to support the ma- 
jority of the committee in favor of 
seating Mr. Corbett. He theld that this 
was an attempt on the part of the Gov- 
ernor to fill a vacancy at the begin- 
ning of a new term, after the Legisla- 
ture had had full opportltnity to fill 
the vacancy and had failed to do so. . 

Early in the session an attempt was 
made to get up the Alaskan Bill, but it 
failed. 

At 5:15 p.m. the Senate went into ex- 
ecutive session, and at 5:25 p.m., ad- 
journed. 


HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—HOUSE. 
The blind chaplain of the House 
prayed for peace at the opening of the 
SeSsion today. 

“Oh, Almighty,” he prayed, “strong 
to deliver and ever wise in Thy coun- 
sels, hear our prayer. Keep us, we 
beseech Thee, in the midst of all ex- 
citement, valm and deliberate, and 
especially deliver us from unnecessary 
anxiety and care and from vain boast- 
ings; that if the time should come, and 
we pray that it may not, we may be 
Strong to maintain our rights in bat- 
tle, and wphold the dignity of this 
nation. Bless, we beseech Thee, the 
President of the United States, and 
all of his counsellors, the QOongress, 
and all others in authority, so that 
righteousness and.peace and honor 
may be ours.” 

The House today resumed considera- 
tion of the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
Bill. Quite a debate developed on a 
motion to strike out the appropriation 
of $133,000 for work at Oakland, Cal., 
its opponents alleging that no contract 
had yet been made for the work and 
asserting that a river and a harbor bill 
was to be Suppressed and a favored few 
given appropriations in the Sundry 
Civil Bill. 

Representative Moody made a sensa- 
tional attack upon an appropriation in 
the Sundry Civil Bill of $360,000 for 
Rockland, Me., Harbor, which is in 
Mr. Dingley'’s district. He said he was 
willing to submit to economy and hon- 
est leadership, but for one he proposed 
to rebel against the leadership that 
gave an appropriation to Rockland, 
Me., an insignificant port that could 
be buried in Boston Harbor. 

Mr. Grosvenor ‘(Rep.) ,of Ohio at- 
tacked the appropriation and declared 
that if the House allowed these river 
and harbor items to go into the Sun- 
dry Civil Bill, there would be no River 
and Harbor Bill. He was amazed, he 
said, at the action of the Appropria- 
tions Committee. and insisted that all 
the members should be on an equality. 

Mr. Cannon replied to the attack, de- 
claring that some of the most vicious 
river and harbor items ever paid came 
from the committee when he (Mr. 
Grosvenor) was a member of it. He 
said that from 25 to 33 per cent. of the

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—In spite of 
the stress that came from unofficial 
sources in Havana as to sensational 
developments in connection with the 
work on the Maine’s hull, the adminis- 
tration remains firm in its statement 
that there is no credible evidence one 
way or the other as to the cause of the 
disaster, and holds to its purpose to 
await the conclusion of the investiga- 
tion now being .made by the court 
of inquiry. This positon was empha- 
sized at today’s Cabinet meeting. Peo- 
ple who looked for some startling an- 
nouncement were disappointed, as the 
members, without reservation, frankly 
admitted: that the subject of the loss 
of the Maine had been discussed, but 
said the government had received no 
information from Havana since yester- 
day, and had no intention of chang- 
ing its policy until there was some- 
thing of substance to warrant It. 

The Spanish legation was equally In 
the dark as to any new discoveries 
such as have been reported.

SINKING INTO MUD. 


Practically Nothing Has Been Done 
Toward Raising the Maine. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA, Feb. 25.—{[By Key West 
Cable.] The wreck of the Maine Is 
slowly but surely sinking into the 
mud. Before the hull could be raised, it 
would be necessary to move the guns 
and deck débris. For lack of proper ap- 
pliances, practically nothing in this line 
has been accomplished. Aside from the 
officers’ cabin effects, the salvage thus 
far has been pitifully small. The cloudy 
weather and rain made the work of the 
divers unsatisfactory today, and very 
little was done. It is said that a hole 
has been made by the divers in one 
of the forward hatches, and It Is hoped 
that a number of bodies will be recove- 
ered. 

The court of inquiry sat longer. than 
usual today, the six divers being exame 
ined more in detail than heretofore. 

The time of departure of the Mane. 
grove with the court for Key West 
has not been determined. Capt. Samp- 
son said today that it was doubtful 
whether his vessel would sail tomore 
row: that all depended on the devele 
opments of the testimony. 

The Spanish cruiser Alfonso XIII hag 
been towed to a buey further within 
the harbor to make room for the 
cruiser Vizcaya which is expected here 
tomorrow or the next day from the 
north. 

No word has been received at the 
Consul-General'’s office 
the United States Consul at Sagua la 
Grande, and it is believed that the ree 
port of Mr. Barker's illness is untrue, 

At the afternoon session of the court 
of inquiry, the examination of divers 
Was continued. <A civilian, whose tes- 
timony is said to be of some impor- 
tance, was also examined. The name 
of the witness and all the particulars 
of the evidence are withheld. 

Late today the paymaster’s safe, 
with $22,500 and his papers, was taken 
from the wreck. Beyond this no state- 
ment is made as to the value and 
nature of the contents. A large quan- 
tity of water ran out when the safe 
was raised above the surface 

The complaint is still made that the 
electric lamps are of little use to the 


divers aS the light is faint and un- 
certain and to hold them takes one 
of the diver’s hands. They have as- . 


suredly proved of little value in the 
present investigation. Sq far as ree 
ports made public go the workmen om 
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the tue Right Arm with the assistance 
of the naval divers are laboring hard 
‘to recover the bodies under the hatch 
which led to the fireroom platforms. 
It je hoped the bodies will be taken out 
tomorrow. 


ROOSEVELT AT THE HELM. 


Secretary Long Goes Off to Relieve 
His Heavy Strain. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Secretary 
Long has been under a heavy and al- 
most constant strain ever since he was 
awakened in the middle of Ahe night 
a@ week ago last Tuesday Wy the news 
of the loss of the Maine,”and now that 
matters are, at least for the present, 
in a quieter state, he has withdrawn 
from the Navy Department and gone 
away for a few days’ rest, leaving As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt to manage 
the department. 

The latter has been thoroughly ad- 
vised at every step of the Secretary's 
policy in the treatment of the Maine 
affair, so that there is not likely to be 
any change in that respect caused by 
the temporary assumption of the duties 
of Secretary by. Mr. Roosevelt. Just 
before the department closed he had 
word of the sailing of the cruiser Mont- 
gomery from Tampa for Key West. 
Up to that time the vessel had been 
given no orders, so that the date of 
her departure for Havana,.if she is to 
go at all, is conjectural. The _ ship 
went to Tampa instead of Key West on 
tion Bureau, who saved a full day by 
the movement. 

The Castine, the second of the United 
States warships on the South Atlantic 
station, arrived today at Barbadoes, 
where she joined the Cincinnati. It 
may be that the Castine may go to 
Martinique to be docked, as she is in 
need of cleaning after her trip. 

Since so much depends upon the re- 
port of the court of inquiry, it may be 
interesting to note that so far Secre- 
tary Long himself does not know when 
to expect this important document, 
having not dheard® from any of the 
members on this point. He rather ex- 
pected the court, which has complete 
power to work on its own lines, would 
wind its work up at Havana before 
leaving, so as to avoid the necessity 
for a return trip. 

One member of the Cabinet had a 
more definite opinion on the subject, 
expecting the receipt of the report from 
the court about the middle of next 
week. There is reason to believe that, 
in the mean time, and to prepare for 
the reception of a report that would 
show the disaster to be other than the’ 
result of an accident, some of the of- 
ficials of the administration have been 
looking up the subject of indemnities 
s0 as to lay the foundation of a case, 
in the event it should be decided to re- 
sort to that method of settlement. 
PRECEDENTS FOR INDEMNITY. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

There are a large number of prece- 
dents which will aid the authorities 
in shaping their action in this direc- 
tion, when the facts are fully estab- 
lisheg. While none of the cases show 
the fearful loss of life sustained by 
the Maine explosion, yet they include 
many instances in which the United 
States has adopted energetic measures 
to redréss the killing of American citi- 
zens in foreign countries. In a gen- 
eral way, these methods of redress 
have ircluded demands for indem- 
nity, -proclamations excluding the 
wars’ «# of the offending nation from 
our harbors, display of force, non-in- 
tercourse, withdrawal of our ministers, 
reprisal and blockade. Some of these 
steps border very closely on war, al- 
though they are regarded as_ the 
movements just preliminary to actual 
hostilities, and as amounting to a 
threat that force will follow if rep- 
aration is not made. 

The case of the Water Witch is con- 
sidered to be the most analagous to 
that of the Maine, should it be estab- 
lished that the Maine disaster was 
mot the result of an accident. The 
Water Witch was a United States 
ship, engaged in 1855 in surveying the 
entrance to one of the rivers of 
Without warning, and by 
orders of President Lopez of Paraguay, 
a force of troops opened fire on the 
Water Witch, killing the man at the 
helm and wounding others. Intense 
feeling was aroused in tha United 
States when the facts became known. 
The President reported the facts to 
Congress, and in his message asked 
authority to make a demonstration of 
force which would insure suitable re- 
dress. 

In response to this Congress. au- 
thorized him ‘‘to use such force as is 
mecessary’’ to secure ample repara- 
tion. Accordingly an armed fleet was 
hastily assembled on a scale which 
Was regarded as remarkable for those 
days. The expedition included nine- 
teen armed ships twenty-five heavy 
guns and 2500 sailors and marines. 

Accompanying this formidable outfit 
were civilian plenipotentiaries prepared 
to make the demands of the govern- 
ment, and then enforce them by call- 
ing on the armed ships. The expedi- 
tion made a formidable showing in 
the South American waters, and Presi- 
dent Lopez’s government was awed 
into complete subjection by its pres- 
ence. The American commissioners 
and naval officers were received at As- 
cension with much honor, and every 
reparation within the power of the 
republic was given. This included an 
abject apology, a sweeping disavowal, 
and $10,000 for the sufferers from the 
outrage. As the republic was willing 
to grant full reparation, the naval ex- 
pedition did not exert the force it was 
prepared to use in case a refusal had 
been offered. 

When the facts of*the expedition 
were reported to the American Con- 
gress, the President stated that the 
dispatch of this formal naval fleet had 
had a salutary influence throughout 
the world, and had convinced foreign 
nations that the United States would 
protect the lives of its citizens with all 
the force at its command. 

The case of the firing on the United 
States ship Chesapeake by the British 
ship Leopard is another case affording 
@ precedent as to the govesnment’s 
mode of action. The Chesaneake was 
proceeding to sea when she was hailed 
by the commander of the Leopard with 
a demand that British deserters, said 
to be in the hold of the Chesapeake, be 
surrendered. The American  com- 
mander refused to comply, whereupon 
the Leopard fired a shot across the 
bow of the Chesapeake, and followed 
this with two broadsides. The Ameri- 
can commander was severely wounded, 
three sailors were killed outright, and ) 


many were wounded. Being unprepared 
for action, it being a time of peace, 
the American commander hauled down 
his colors and surrendered. 


Tremendous excitermnent prevailed in 


the United States over the outrage. 
President Madison speedily issued a 
proclamation excluding from American 
ports all British ships. He also caused 
energetic protests and demands to be 
presented at London. The British 
authorities promptly disavowed the 
action, recalled the admiral under 
whom the outrage had been perp 
trated, and without request tendered 
indemnity sufficient to support the 
wives and families of all those who 
had been killed and wounded. 

In a later case the American ship 
Prometheus was fired upon in the har- 
bor of Greytown. The ship had declined 
to pay excessive port charges imposed 
by the King of Mosquito, then con- 
trolling the country under a British 
protectorate. The King called upon 
the British warship Express to sustain 
his demands, and the Express promptly 
sent a broadside into the Prometheus. 
There were no persons killed, but the 
United States made a prompt demand 
for reparation. The British government 
gave this in the fullest manner and 
without question, disavowing the act 
and condemning the officer of the Ex- 
press. 

Displays of force were resorted to by 
the United States fn 1852 against Japan, 
and in 1859 against Java. In the case 
of Japan, American sailors had been 
Severely handled in Japanese ports, 
and the native courts failed to give 
adequate redress. A naval expedition 
was sent to Japanese waters, and this 
had the effect of securing the fullest 
apology, and also an agreement by 
which every protection was guaranteed 
to American citizens and property in 
Japan. In the case of Java, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy sent a large naval 
force to the waters of Java to de- 
mand that the native trial courts 
should give the fullest -protection to 
Americans. The expedition was suc- 
cessful in its purpose, and all the as- 
surances desired were given. 

In 1815 seven Americans were killed 
and about sixty were wounded while 
they were being detained in the British 
prison at Dartmoor. This was brought 
on by a clamor for rations, which was 
resisted by the prison guard. The 
United States demanded satisfactory 
and suitable reparation and the Brit- 
ish government complied by an in- 
demnity for the support of the families 
of those killed and wounded. 

There are quite a number of recent 
cases the latest being that of the Ger- 
man occupation of Kiaochau over the 
outrages committed by Chinese on 
German missionaries. In that case the 
German government acquired, as in- 
demnity a large portion of Chinese 
terirtory as well as one of the most 
valuable strategetic ports of China. 

The principle of money indemnity 
for the killing of foreigners has been 
recognized in several recent cases in 
the United States. One of these was 
the killnig of Italians at New Orleans 
by a mob. In that case while the 
United States did not admit the re- 
sponsibility of the Federal government 
for the act of a mob yet- indemnity 
was paid out of the Federal treasury 
as a matter of international comity 
and equity. Similar action was taken 
in indemnifying China for her citizens 
killed at Rock Springs. In the case of 
the Virginius a large money indemnity 
was paid. 

Demands by the United States are 
now pending against Turkey for the 
burning of American missionaries’ prop- 
erty during the Armenian outbreak. 
There are many individual claims 
against Spain, including the Ruiz case 
and that of Dr. Delgado, now pending. 

President Buchanan adopted the pro- 
cedure of reprisal in 1859. This is a 
measure just short of war. Mexico 
was charged at that time with assent- 
ing to spoliationalongthe United States 
border. President Buchanan asked 
Congress for authority tosend a military 
force to secure indemnity, as diplo- 
matic negotiations had failed to bring 
redress from Mexico. This course was 
adopted by Congress, and the prepara- 
tions for the militiary reprisal soon 
brought about a satisfactory adjust- 
ment. 

Non-intercourse with Great Britain 
was one of the measures dadopted in 
1809, by what is known as the Non-in- 
tercourse Act, as a means of stopping 
associations which up to that time, 
had involved many complications and 
embarrassments. Embargoes have also 
been resorted to as a measure of of- 
fense against foreign nations, short of 
war, the purpose being to prevent the 
shipping of supplies needed by the of- 
fending nation. 


PROTECTING NEW YORK, 


Torpedoes and Submarine Mines 
for East River. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—The Brooklyn 
Eagle today says: 

“At Willet’s Point precaution is being 
taken to make the East River en- 
trance to New York invulnerable. A 
so-called skirmish line of torpedoes is 
proected from the Willets Point shore 
across the channel to Fort Schuyler. 
The torpedoes will be anchored so 
close together that it may be made im- 
possible for a hostile vessel to cross 
the line without being blown up. The 
torpedoes will be connected with elec- 
tric wires, and to make doubly sure 
that their plans cannot be frustrated, 
the engineers have arranged to have 
batteries located at each end of the 
line, so that in case an apparatus was 
used by the enemy to sever the con- 
necting wires and break the circuit, the 
torpedoes still could be exploded from 
either end of the line. The channel 
is already protected from the Willets 
Point shore to the center of the channel 
by two groups of submarine mines. 
Each group of the mines consists of 
twenty-two torpedoes, forty-four to- 
gether, containing 120 pounds of giant 
powder. 

“At Fort Schuyler, directly opposite 
Willets Point. considerable engineering 
work has been done. A torpedo maga- 
zine and experimenting gallery. was re- 
cently completed. It is considered the 
strongest magazine of any United 
States fortification.” 


GOVERNMENT BUYS COAL, 


Three Hundred Thousand Tons for 
the Various Stations. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]

“The stipulations of the contracts 
just placed are that the coal so or- 
dered shall be delivered at the desig- 
nated coaling stations as soon as it is 
possible to do so and that the utmost 
secrecy be observed about the matter. 
In carrying out these contracts, the 
railroads play a most prominent part, 
and for thd purvose of moving every- 
thing as expeditiously as possible, Pres- 
ident M. E. Ingalls of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railroad, Charles G. Mur- 
ray of the Baltimore and Ohio and 
General Manager L. F. Loree of the 
Pennsylvania, went to Washington 
and consulted with Secretary Long ot 
the Navy and Assistant Secretary 
George D. Meikeljohn of the War De- 
partment on the matter. Contracts and 
all arrangements for the rapid hand- 
ling of the coal were made and the 
government it is understood, is to pay 
a bonus to both the coal miners and 
the railroads if the 300,000 tons are de- 
livered within a specified time.” 


MORE TORPEDO BOATS. 


Naval Militia Delegation Sees the 
Deparment About It, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—A. delega- 
tion from the Naval Militia Associa- 
tion of the United States was at the 
Navy Department. The visit of the 
members, however, was not in re- 
Sponse to any requests sent by the 
department, as has been represented, 
but was simply preliminary to a visit 
to the Capitol, where they are to be 
given a hearing by the Naval Commit- 
tee on the Barber Bill to further in- 
crease the naval establishment of the 
United States by construction of 
twenty torpedo-pboats, designed princi- 

pally for the use of the militia. 

Those provided for in the bill are 
to be of about one hundred and fifty 
tons displacement; to have a speed of 
not less than 25 knots, and are to 
cost, including armament, not ex- 
ceeding $2,500,000. Two of the boats, 
the bill provides, are to be built on 
the Pacific Coast. When completed, 
they are to be stationed at the princi- 
pal ports at which naval militia or- 
ganizations exist, and are to be manned 
by skeleton crews from the United 
States naval establishment ready for 
the full complement of officers and 
men to be fitted out from the militia 
when drill or other occasion arises. 


HOLDING NOTHING BACK, 


The President and Secretary Long 
Know No More Than the Public. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—H. H. Kohlsaat, 
who is very close to President McKin- 
ley, publishes the following in the Chi- 

cago Evening Post today: , 
“It can be stated positively that 
neither the President nor Secretary 


Long is in possession of a@ single fact 


or report in regard to the Maine dis- 
aster that they have not made public. 
And, while they cannot confirm or 
deny the seneational stories daily pub- 
lished throughout the country, as to 
the progress of the court of induiry, 
they know that none of the evidence 
or conclusions of the court will be 
made public in advance of the report. 
Every official connected with the in- 
quiry into the cause of the disaster to 
the Maine, from Capt. Sampson down to 
the divers and linemen, is under oath 
of secrecy. For the time being the 
divers are under naval discipline. When 
above water each is attended by a 
petty officer of the court of inquiry. 
The Maine itself is sacredly guarded 
from unofficial approach. 

“These facts account for the equan- 
nimity with which the American peo- 
ple read the daily sensations from Ha- 
vana and the stock-jobbing fdrebod- 
ings of war from\New York and Wash- 
ington. 

‘‘This much is absolutely true: Pres- 
ident McKinley knows nothing about 
the wreck of the Maine or the testi- 
mony as to its cause that he has not 
made public. He will not withhold any 
information when he gets it. He has 
not come to any conclusion as to 
whether the disaster was accidental 
or designed or whether it was caused 
by an internal or external explosion. 

“When he receives the result of the 
court of inquiry he will know the facts, 
which he will make public, with his 
conclusions and policy.’’ 


NO SUBMARINE MINE 


In the Vicinity of the Maine Says 
Admiral Terry. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says: Admiral 
Terry, secretary and chief of staff of 
the Minister of Marine, says: 

‘The harbor of Havana contained 
no submarine mine in the vicinity of 
the place where’the battleship Maine 
and the Spanish cruiser Alfonso XIII 
were anchored.” 


DIVERS’ PROGRESS. 


The Decision Regarding the Cause 
Rests on Their Work. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YRK, Feb. 25.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says pa- 
tience is necessary on the part of the 
United States in the Maine investiga- 
tion. Notwithstanding vexatious de- 
lays, real progress is being made by 
the divers. The decision regarding the 
cause of the disaster ultimately rests 
on their work. Capt. Sampson of the 
naval board has been able to gain the 
fullest information showing that an 
acident through lack of discipline was 
impossible. This branch of the inquiry 
brings out what was well understood, 
thatthe officers and crew of the Maine 
were under strictest discipline, because, 
although on the surface the visit of 
the Maine was friendly, Capt. Sigshee 
had taken proper precautions against 
hostile actions. 

The work of clearing out the bodies 
under the hatch proceeds. In many in- 
stances the bodies are beyond the pos- 
sibility of recognition. 

The board has not yet directed the 
examination of the hull plates. While 
the divers’ examinations show that 
some of the smaller magazines may 
have exploded, the fact that the main 
ten-inch magazine was not exploded 
seems to have been conclusively es- 
tablished. The story of the finding of 
a ten-inch copper cylinder was correct. 
The Spanish authorities adhere to the 
story of a fire in the ship first and an 
explosion afterward. The result of the 
divers’ work is conclusively against 
this theory. 

In the uncertainty of the relations 
with the United States, the import of 
the recent action of the autonomist 
party is overlooked. Its Central Com- 
mittee has formally approved the plan, 
which is a confession of the failure of 
the present scheme of autonomy, and 
an offer to the insurgents to cOncede 
everything except the withdrawal of 
the Spanish flag. Its significance lies 
in the fact that Sefior Govin, a mem- 
ber of the autonomist Cahjnet, was a 
leading spirit in the meeting, and of 
the resolution for treating with the 
insurgents, which include a series of 


propositions outlined by Gibera two 


weeks ago, when the radical autono- 
mist party was formed. These cover 
everything but independence. These au- 
tonomists have no authority to repre- 
sent Spain in the negotiations and 
give no guarantee that Spain would 
yield the concessions offered. The res- 
olutions are in one sense an answer to 
the complaint from Madrid that the 
autonomist Cabinet was doing nothing 
to bring the insurgents to recognition. 
If negotiations are ever actually opened 
with the insurgents, Govin and the 
radical autonomists’ proposition will be 
rejected. 


TEN-INCH MAGAZINE, 


In Admiral Erben’s Opinion it Did 
not Explode. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Regarding 
the ten-inch loaded powder case and 
the empty one, smashed and burned, 
recovered from the wreck of the 
Maine, Rear Admiral Erben said to 
World reporter: 

“I should certainly take the first as 
an indication that the magazine con- 
taining the ten-inch ammunition did 
not explode. I agree that if the 
empty powder case had been ex- 

loded, there would have been noth- 
ng left of it—absolutely nothing. It 
is more than likely that the empty case 
Was one of those returned to the 
magazine after target practice. 

“In the absence of other informa- 
tion than that in the newspapers, we 
cannot tell anything definite about it, 
but if the magazine did not explode, 
what kind of a torpedo could do it? 
Tet them tell us that. No torpedo 
that I ever heard of could do that 
amount of damage.” 

Continuing, the admiral said: ‘“‘While 
I do not think much of the theory of 
an accident by spontaneous combus- 
tion, the statement that spontaneous 
combustion could not have taken place 
because the eoal was Only’ three 
months old, need not be considered. 
I have seen the same kind of coal, 
lying right out in the navy-yard shed 
catch fire of its own accord in two 
weeks after it was put there. 

“I have said from the first, and I 
repeat it now, that they will never 
find out what sunk the ship until it 
is raised, and the sooner the wrecking 
company’s divers get to work the bet- 
ter. It is dangerous work down there 
in Havana’s dirty bay. The ship's 
divers are amateurs at the business, 
and no good results can be expected 
of them. Those professional men go 
at it in a systematio way, and they, 
as a rule, are fearless men.” 

Regarding the moorings of the 
Maine in Havana harbor, Admiral Er- 
ben said: “T understand that the 
Spanish flagship when she was last 
in Havana was moored at the same 
buoy at which the Maine anchored. . 
We do not know whether the harbor 
is laid with mines, and we probably 
never shall know. 

“We have no right to question it any 
more than the Spaniards have a right 
to know whether this harbor is laid 
with mines. If it were known that 
there were mines laid, it would be an 
invitation for some crank to lay some 
on his on account. The pilot that 
moored the Maine was under orders 
from the Spanish admiral, and the ad- 
miral is responsible for her safety, 
just as we are responsible for’ the 
safety of the Vizcaya while she is in 
our harbor.” ‘en 


WILL NOT RAISE HER. . 


Death of Holzer—Other Wounded to 
Re Moved. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS. DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK; Feb. 25.—The Mail and 
Express this evening prints the follow- 
ing, dated Havana, today: 

“The United States naval board of 
inquiry conitnued today taking the tes- 
timony of the divers who have been 
working on the wreck of the Maine. 
Those who were sent here from the 
battleship Iowa and the cruiser New 
York were examined. 

“While, of course, the members of the 
court will not talk for publication, I 
am informed on the highest authority 
that the evidence of Diver Morgan as 
to the condition of the Maine shows 
almost beyond the possibility of a 
doubt, that the Maine was blown up 
by an outside agency. Furthermore, 
Morgan’s report is verified by the other 
American divers who descended today. 

“The court will finish its work here 
tomorrow and proceed at once to Key 
West, to take the testimony of the sur- 
vivors there. It has also been decided 
not to return to Havana, all the infor- 
mation as to the cause of the disaster 
having already been secured. It is be- 
lieved that a decision has been prac- 
tically reached. The witnesses yet to 
be examined will hardly change the 
verdict. 

“The court has decided against any 
attempt to raise the ruined battleship. 
The members are convinced that it 
would be useless, as she could not be 
kept afloat, and the Spanish authori- 
ties here will be informed that if they 
wish the wreck removed from the 
harbor they must attend to the work 
themselves. This decision gives a bet- 
ter idea of the terrible havoc wrought 
in the Maine than columns of descrip- 
tion could. 

“The Merritt Wrecking Company, it 


was anonunced today, wanted $2,000,-} 


000 to raise the wreck. The company’s 
report made this demand after viewing 
the condition of the ship. 

“The wreckers today turned their 
attention to saving the great guns. 
These, at least, can be recovered in 
sufficiently good condition to warrant 
the effort. Twenty unknown bodies of 
the crew were recovered from the 
wreck by the divers at noon today.. The 
bodies were frightfully burned and 
mangled, and it may be impossible to 
ever identify some of them. 

“Holzer, who made such a brave 
fight, died in the hospital today. All 
the wounded will leave here Saturday 
on the Bacl® for Key West. The phy- 
sician considers it safe to move them 
now.” 


A QUIETER FEELING 


Manifest in the Navy Department 
While Awaiting the Facts. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Undoubt- 
edly there is a quieter feeling manifest 
at the Navy Departmeont over the 
Maine affair as time passes. ‘This is 
the tenth day since the noble warship 
was destroyed, but the otticers are 
willing to wait in patience, with the 
admonition of the President and Secre- 
tary Long, until the facts relating 
to the explosion are fully developed. 
They are fully on their guard against 
the acceptance of unauthorized state- 
ments of the conditions at Havana 
and the daily developments, being 
aware of the efficiency of the precau- 
tions adopted by the court of inquiry 
to prevent the premature disclosure of 
the proceedings. Therefore, the statc- 
ment that the explosion has § heen 
demonstrated to be of exteriur origin 
by the discovery of the upheaved )hot- 
tom of the Maine, did not cause much 
stir, because the officials could not 
conceive that the alert members of 
the court of inquiry and their assist- 
ants in Havana had overlooked a fact 
so important as this, notwithstanding 
it being perfectly apparent for a aveek 
to any one who came néAr” -the 
wreck. 
Capt. Crowninshield turned up at 
the Navy Department today and took 
the helm in the Bureau of Navigation, 
relieving Capt. Dickens, who has dis- 
tinguished himself and earned the 
thanks of the Secretary for the undy- 
ing vigilance which he has manifested 
in the many details of the Maine af- 
fair that have fallen upon the Neavi- 
gation Bureau, and of the newspaper 
men, for the patience and frankness 
with which he has met their many 
inquiries, 


Capt. Crowninshield’s absence has 


been made the basis for the conjec- 
ture that he has been on secret service 
for the Navy Department in Cuba, and 
color was lent to this impression by 
the fact that it was not possible until 
a late hour yesterday to secure from 
any of the officials a statement of the 
nature of his husiness in the South, 
for it was known that he had arrived 
in Tampa on the Montgomery from the 
West Indies. The officer himself was 
not very communicative as to the de- 
tails of his trip, but he did say that 
he had been in San Domingo. He had 
gone there on the Brooklyn with his 
son when the ship started for St. 
Thomas. While in San. Domingo he 
received news of the disaster to the 
Maine, and took advantage of the op- 
portunity presented by the presence of 
the cruiser Montgomery, to make his 
way back to the United States and to 
Washington. 

There was no word from either Capt. 
Sigsbee or Consul-General Lee at the 
Navy and State departments. 

The monitor Terror is lying in Hamp- 
ton Roads, and is said, at the Navy 
Department, to have no orders as yet. 
The impression is that she will remain 
in that place, which is of great stra- 
tegic value in case of need, at least un- 
til the monitor Puritan is ready to 
take her place. The Puritan is almost 
as big as the Terror, being 4: 6000-ton 
vessel, very little less than the Maine 
in size. She carries 12-inch guns in 
her turrets, against 10-inch guns for 
the Terror, and is altogether the most 
formidable double-turreted monitor in 
the world in smooth water. This qual- 
ification does'not mean that she is un- 
able to keep the sea, but only that 
from her great breadth and licht 
draught she is so. susceptible to the 
wave motion that it is difficult to make 
good work with her guns in a sea way. 
She is now having new furnaces fitted 
to ther boilers at the Norfolk navy 
yard, the crowns of the furnaces hav- 
ing come down some time ago, owing 
to the fact that the boilers are the 
same that were built for her when she 
was originally laid down many years 
ago. It is said at the Navy Depart- 
ment that she will be ready for ser- 
vice March 4. 

Capt. Sigsbee asked yesterday 
whether he should endeavor to save 
the old material in the superstructure 
of the Maine, which, from the pictures, 
appears to be heaped up over the 
boiler spaces. He has been told to 
let this go, as it is valuable only as 
old iron, which it would not pay to 
bring back to the States. 


TO CARRY TROOPS. 


The Plant System Can Transport 
Them on Short Notice. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
TAMPA (Fla.,) Feb. 25.—Although 
the officials of the company have not 
so stated publicly, pretty much every- 
body here understands that the Plant 
system has completed arrangements 
for the transportation of troops and 
munitions of war. to Havana on short 
notice. All of their ships have been 
placed in condition for emergencies. 
Should war be declared. it is said that 
they have perfected plans to-land .a 
large body of troops in Havana within 
thirty-six hours after their arrival at 

this place. 

Troops can be transported from 
Washington and New York to this port 
in from twenty-four to thirty hours. 
The Plant Company has also made ar- 
rangements, it is understood, to tand 
promptly men and arms at Key West, 
and all strategic points on the coast 
of Florida and at Mobile. 


FULL CABINET MEETING. 


No Action Taken in Regard to the 
Havana Disaster. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.,]. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The first 
full meeting of the Cabinet in some 
weeks was held today, both Secretaries 
Alger and Sherman, who have been 
sick, being present. The Cabinet talked 
about the Maine disaster at some length 
as a current topic of vital interest, but 
no action was edopted. No intimation, 
it was tated, has yet come from the 
court of inquiry as to how long it will 
be occupied with its work, and conse- 
quently no conclusion can be reached 
as to when its report will be available. 
The situation otherwise, it was stated, 
is unchanged, and after the Cabinet 
meeting it- Was announced that there 
was no news at the State or Navy De- 
partment that would add anything to 
the situation as shown by Saturday's 
dispatches. 
RUMORS DENIED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NORFOLK (Va.,) Feb. 25.—The ru- 
mor that the government is securing 
from railway companies estimates of 
their capacity for moving troops and 
munitions of war between Atlantic. and 
Gulf ports and the interior is_officjally 
denied by Vice-President St. John of 
the Seaboard Air Line, whose road 
was mentioned in the reports. St. 
John said today‘that he is ignorant of 
any such move on the part of the War 
Department, and, as to contracts for 
moving troops, he has heard nothing 
of them. 
HAVANA FOR HEALTH. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
KEY WEST (Fla.,) Feb. 25.—Senator 
Proctor will leave tonight by the 
steamer Olivette for Havana. He says 


he goes to Havana merely for a pleas- 


ure trip and for his health. 
THEY WANT BOATS.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—A delega-

“Third—The collection of stores and 
the completion of repairs to the cruis- 
ers Minneapolis and Cotumbia, the 
monitor Miantonomah and the ram 
Katahdin. 

Fourth—The shipment to the works 
of the Herrelshoffsof torpedo tubes and 
apliances and torpedoes for the tor- 
pedo-boats Talbot and Gwin which will 
shortly undergo their steam trials.

is generally known what steps are be- 
ing taken to put the country in a con- 
dition to meet any emergency that 
may arise.

THE VIZCAYA LEAVES. 


Spain’s Cruiser Off to Havana With 
Flag Half-mast.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—The Spanish 
cruiser Vizcaya was reported by the 
observer at quarantine to be under 
way at 1:25 p.m. Her destination is Ha- 
vana. The flag of the warship was 
still at half mast because of the loss 
of the Maine. 

There were no ceremonies or inci- 
dents of any kind connected with the 
vessel's departure. At 1:19 o’clock, 
Capt. Eulate mounted the flying bridge 
with the pilot, and gave the word to 
hoist the anchor. Four miles outside 
the Hook, the pilot-boat dropped away 
from the vessel, and after an exchange 
of salutes had been whistled, she 
started for New York. Then the Viz- 
caya got under way. She rounded the 
Hook, taking a southerly course. The 
report that the Vizcaya will stop at a 
southern port is inaccurate. She will 
proceed to Havana, and expects to 
reach there on Tuesday next. From 
Havana she may proceed to Spain.

Small Boy Strangled Almost to 
Death by His Companions.

She 
had arrived just in time to save the 
little fellow’s life; already he was blue 
in the face. A few breaths of air soon 
revived him. The names of the boys 
are withheld. 


JUDGE WORKS’S CASE. 


Supreme Court Has Issued a Writ of 
Certiorari,

THREE MEN DROWNED, ° 


Hoat Capsized in the Surf at Half 
Moon Bay.

HALF-MOON BAY, Feb. 25.—About 
2 o’clock this afternoon a small sail- 
boat containing three. men was upset 
in the surf and all the men were 
drowned. In the boat; on which the 
name “Traveler” printed, were 
found some envelopes, a shotgun and 
two pictures.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 25.—It took 
Tommy Ryan eighteen rounds to dis- 
pose of George Green tonight. From a 
spectators’ point of view it was a 
beautiful exhibiton of clever boxing. 
The advantage alternated from the 
thirteenth round, when Ryan's superior 
stamina began to tell. He seemed the 
most effective in close work from this 
point on and his left jabs on the face 
and short-arm right-hand blows on 
the body took the life out of the local 
man. At no time could Ryan land his 
right on Green’s jaw effectively, while 
Green sent in several vood rights on 
the jaw and head at close range. Ry- 
an’s superior ring generalship helped 
him to win the fight. Ile allowed Green 
to tire himself in the early stages of 
the contest and came with a rush at 
the finish. 

Ryan came out of the contest in 
pretty bad shape. He was seen in his 
dressing-room by the Associated Press 
reporter, where he was lying on a cot, 
vomiting. When asked about the fight, 
he said: “I feel pretty sick. My stom- 
ach went wrong a couple of days ago 
and I went into the ring a sick man. 
I feel very weak just at present. Had 1 
not guarded my stomach well I would 
have been whipped. Green put up a 
first-class fight. He is a game and clever 
man and I had no easy time of it.” 

Green recuperated quickty and a few 
minutes after he lef © ring was ap- 
parently as strong as before he com- 
menced the first round. 

The fight was before the National 
Athletic Club, and a crowd of 4500 
Spectators was present. Joe Walcott 
sent a messare from New York chal- 
lenging the winner. 

First round—The men began by spar- 
ring for a minute. Green aggressive. 


light left on neck and got a glancing 
left on jaw a moment later. In the 
clinches Green put a couple of rights 
on the hody. 

Second round—Green ‘forced the pace 
and tried for the body with his left. 
Green swung hard left on the body. 
Green rushed Ryan, who ducked cut 
of a tight place.

It was Green’s 
round, however. 

Ninth and tenth rounds were about 
even. Green appeared the stronger 
when they came to a elinch, forcing 
Ryan against the ropes, but no hard 
blows were landed. 

Eleventh round—This was a pretty 
exhibition, but without any hard blows 
being struck. 

Twelfth round—Ryan jabbed Green 
in the face several times. Then mat- 
ters were mixed.

NATIONAI, COMPANY’S FACTORY AT 
LOUISVILEL BURNED. 


Three Men Seriously Injared—Three 
Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
Dollars’ Worth of Property De- 
stroyed—Hundreds Out of Work. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY NEVONRT.] 


LOUISVILLE, Feb. 25.—The pick- 
ing, drying and steaming warehouses 
of the National Tobacco Company, 
situated at Twenty-fourth and Main 
streets, were totally destroyed by fire 
this morning. The loss wiil amvuunt 
to $350,000, fully covered by insurance. 
Three men were hemmed in by the 
flames and were more or less injured 
before they could make their egress. 
They are: 

GEORGE TISSHENDERF, foreman 
picking department; back injured and 
severe hurts about the head and chest. 

WILLIAM SEMPLE, picker; skull 
fractured. 

JOHN PACKHAM, both legs broken 
and internally injured. 

W. B. Duke of New York, president 
of the American Tobacco Company, ot 
which the National Tobacco Company 
of Louisville is a branch, is in the city 
and witnessed the destruction of his 
property. He said it would at once 
be rebuilt. 

The fire was discovered at & o’cluck 
on the second floor of the building used 
for drying purposes. Three alarms 
called the fire department to the 
scene and although the firemen worked 
heroically, they could do little more 
than save the property adjoining, as 
the three buildings which occupied 
nearly the entire square between Twen- 
ty-third and Twenty-fourth and Main 
and Market streets, were seen to be 
doomed. From the drying building the 
flames spread rapidly west to the four- 
story warehouse ,and east to the three- 
story steaming house. In the building 
which caught first, 200 hands, mostly 
women and children, were employed, 
but the majority of these escaped 
safely, only a few being slightly in- 
jured, as did 200 women at work in the 
steaming building. In the four-story 
warehouse, 1000 men were at “work, 
but they had plenty of time to escape. 

The flames gained rapid headway, 
and the fire department was hindered 


to @ great degree by lack of water, 


seven engines at one time being use- 
less, Falling walls added to the dan- 
ger of the work, and the escape of 
some of the firemen was all but mirac- 
ulous. 

When the alarm of fire was sounded 
in the picking department. the em- 
ployés of this building began to make 
their escape in an-orderly manner, but 
George Tisshenderf, foreman of the 
derartment, and John Packham and 
William Semple, remained in the lhurn- 
ing building and were forced to jump 
for their lives. Packham and Semple 
susta*fied injuries which will prob- 
ably result in their death. 

Fourteen hundred men. women and 
children are thrown out of employment. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. The 
watchman says that he left the build- 
ing to go home at 6 o'clock, and that 
everything was all right then. The 
employés gio to work at 6:30 o'clock. 
and it was not until after they had 
heen at work about an hour and a 
half that the fire was discovered.

ment at Havana over his expected 
visit.

a detailed statement regarding his visit 
Senator Proctor said: “It’s all simple 
and straight as day.

Ihave not the remotest idea how long.” 
Commander Clifford H. West, chief 
of Admiral Sicard’s staff, also sailed 
on the Mascotte.

Rear Admiral Sicard is still in charge 
of the fleet, which, with the exception 
of the New York and Iowa, remains at 
the Dry Tortugas.

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THE RAILROAD WAR. 


Western Lines Considering the Best 
Way to Fight the C.P. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—General passen- 
ger agents of the western roads were 
in session today, considering the best 
methods of carrying on the war against 
the Canadian Pacific road. They did 
not reach any conclusion, and will re- 
sume their deliberations tomorrow. A 
strong feeling developed in favor of 
putting in the cut rates through the 


Missouri River gateway, as well as 
through St. Paul. The probabilities 
are that it will go in through the 
gateways. 


Having secured the suspension of the 
long-and-short-haul clause of the In- 
terstate Commerce Act, the American 
roads think they can conserve inter- 
mediate rates without confining the 
cut to any particular routes. They 
propose to do this by selling tickets 
on the rebate plan, charging the pas- 
senger an amount sufficient to prevent 
him using through tickets to interme- 
diate territory, and refunding him the 
difference when he arrives at his des- 
tination. This is the plan recommended 
by the committee. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission issued an 
order today relieving the United States 
railroad lines, by suspending the long- 
and-short-haul clause of the act upon 
passenger traffic between all points on 
their lines where they are in competi- 
tion with the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way and its connections, but prohibit- 
ing the United States lines from charg- 
ing lower rates than from time to 
time are made by the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway separately or with its 
connections. 

This is an additional order to ‘the 
suspension of the sixteenth clause. and 
is meant to cover all passenger traffic 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific 
subject to the competition of the Can- 
adian Pacific.

sengers, both east-bound and west- 
bound, less for longer distances than 
for shorter distances by such lines, 


between all points on the petitioners’ 
lines, or lines of their said connec- 
tions, at which the petitioners or tir 
said connections are in coamnetition 
for passenger traffic with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway and its connections, 
Provided, however, that such lower 
rates for longer distances shall not 
at any time be less than those pre- 
viously established. or charged by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway separately, 
er with its connections, for the trans- 
portation of such passenger traffic, and 
provided further, that this order may 
be revoked or modified at any time 
in the discretion of the commission, 
and with or witheut notice to said pe- 
titioners.”’

SITUATION, 


WAR BETWEEN COSTA RICA AND 
NICARAGUA INEVITABLE. 


Members of the American Colony 
Have Offered to Aid the Costa 
Rican Government. 


MANY FRENCH SYMPATHIZERS. 


AFFAIRS IN NICARAGUA GROWING 
MORE SERIOUS EVERY DAY.

Hostilities are Expected Any Mo- 
ment and Would Probably In- 
volwe All Central America 
in War. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Panama says that ad- 
vices received today from Costa Rica 
state that at a banquet given on Sun- 
day night, President Iglesias in a 
speech said that the situation between 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua was such 
now ‘that war is inevitable. 

Further advices from Costa Rica say 
that .on the night of February 20 there 
was a large popular demonstration. 
More than 5000 persons showed their 
approval of the attitude of the govern- 
ment toward Nicaragua and more 
troops were sent on February 20 to the 
frontier. 

Hostilities with Nicaragua are ex- 
pected at any moment. 

Many prominent members of the 
American colony have offered to aid 
the government with men and money. 
One of them, James Bennett, offered to 
give $60,000, paying $5000 monthly. The 
French colony has also promised to 
take up arms in defense of Costa Rica 
in the event of war. 

Don Pedro Perez Zeldon has left 
Costa Rica for Salvador via Colon and 
Panama asa special confidential agent 
to the Greater Republic of Central 
America. Justoa Facio, sub-Secretary 
of Foreign Relations, has been sent to 
Guatemala on a special mission. Since 
the unsuccessful revolution broke out 
in Nicaragua on February 5, which 
President Zelaya charges the Costa 
Rican government with aiding, there 
has been little communication with the 
Costa Rica capital. Messages. sent 
from here in plain language are at 
—" risk and subject to censor- 
ship. 

Referring to this the New York Her- 
ald correspondent in San José, Costa 
Rica, writes under date of February 
14: “There has been no communication 
by ‘cable with the office of San Juan 
del Sur since February 5, when the 
revolution in Nicaragua started. Af- 
fairs with Nicaragua are growing more 
serious every day. President Zelaya 
has always desired war with Costa 
Rica, and it now seems very near.” 

A special commissioner arrived at 
Colon a few days ago with a dispatch 
from Washington. Replies were sent 
to Port Limon by the United States 
steamship Newport. It is stated that 
the same commissioner had a private 
conference with the government author- 
ities here. His object is to enlist Col- 
ombia on Costa Rica’s side, should the

POWER OF MONEY. 


Rev. Schacter Makes an Address to 
Students in Cleveland. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 25.—At the Stu- 
dents’ Convention today, Rev. A. F. 
Schauffler, D.D., of New York, spoke 
on ‘“‘Money,” saying in part: 

“The wise man says, ‘Money an- 
swereth all things.’ This is. true. 
Money is a _yvondrous thing. In a true 
sense, money is yourself stored up for 
future use. A boy earns $10 per week; 
when he is paid and puts the money in 
his pocket, he pockets a week’s worth 
of himself. Where he shall lose this 
stored self is a serious question. In 
the matter of storing and losing, money 
is like electricity. You have your bat- 
tery charged; you wish to illuminate 
your room; you make your proper at- 
tachments, and, lo, the room is light. 
But now you wish power; you change 
your attachments, and now the sewing 
machine flies. Again, you wish loco- 
motion; you change your attachments 
and the trolley car runs. Once more, 
you wish intercommunfcation; change 
your attachments again and you tele- 
graph to China. Finally, you wish to 
kill a man; change your attachments, 
seat him in the electric chair, press 
the button, and he is dead. Money is 
much like this. It is stored power. It 
is yourself stored up. Where _§ shall 
you lose it? 

“One man loses himself in pietures 
and pays $40,000 for one canvass. An- 
other man loses ‘himself; as repre- 
sented in his money, and lo, a hospital 
rises to bless mankind. Another lets 
his stored nower go abroad, and the 
missionary church is the result. Still 
another sets his powér loose in riot- 
ous living, and lo, he uses himself to 
commit suicide.

JOINT TRAFFIC CASE. 


Ar@gument in the Supreme 
Concluded. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The argu- 
ment of the Joint Traffic Association 
case was concluded in the United 
States Supreme Court today, and the 
case was taken under advisement. Ex- 
Senator Edmunds was the first speaker. 
He appeared on behalf of the railroads, 
The obect of the association’s agree- 
ment was, he contended, only to secure 
justice and fair play among the roads 
and to the public at large, all being 
interested in securing uniferm and 
stable rates. 

Mr. Edmunds dwelt upon the import- 
ance of proper _coéperation between con- 
necting lines, and said that the agree- 
ment complied fully with the legal re- 
quirements concerning them. 3 

Mr. Phelps, for the railroads, con- 
tended that the regulation of com- 
petition was a State matter and not 
a national matter, nor in any way in- 
volved in the, regulations of interstate 
commerce, pitt said if it was to be held 
to be a national matter, contracts for 
the regulation of competition must be 
decided upon its individual merits. 

Mr. Phelps asserted that there was 
no public necessity for such infringe- 
ment upon private rights as was con- 
templated in this proceeding. 

Mr. Richards followed Mr. Phelps in 
closing the arguments for the govern- 
ment. He spoke of the vast interests 
involved, saying that on the one side 
thirty-one of the great railways, repre-

S. C., states that 
there is a slight improvement in the condi- 
tion of Mrs. William C. Whitney tonight. 

Judge Bunn at Madison, Wis., has refused 
to grant the motion of the Endion Improve- 
ment Company in the city of Superior re- 
funding case. The original order, which pro- 
vides for the refunding of $259,000 of bonds, 
will stand. This is a victory for Superior in 
its endeavor to refund $1,990,000 of indebted- 
ness. 

The Peking correspondent of the London 
Times says that China having issued an im- 
perial decree authorizing a Chinese syndicate 
to construct, with foreign assistance, pre- 
sumably American, a trunk line from Tien 
Tsin to Chin Kiang through Shan Tung 
province, Baron von Meiking, the German 
Minister, interfered on the ground that Ger- 
many had been accorded the refusal of the 
right to construct any railway in Shan Tung. 
The project, therefore, is blocked. This is 
a virtual assumption by Germany of the rail- 
way monopoly in Shan Tung. 

Judge Lacomb in the United States District 
Court at New York yesterday granted an 
order permitting Josiah B. French and others 
to bring suit against the receivers of the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company in the Su- 
preme Court of the State of New York. The 
suit is one growing out of the Leavenworth, 
Topeka and Southwestern Railroad Com- 
pany’s affairs, the complainants in their peti- 
tions showing that they are holders of Leav- 
enworth, Topeka and Southwestern bonds to 
the amount of $256,000, guaranteed by the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company. They al- 
lege that the securities bought by J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., trustees, by Louis Fitzgerald, 
representing the Reorganization Committee, 
are assets Hable for the payment of their 
claims. 


The Martin Trial. 


WILKESBARRE (Pa.,) Feb. 25.—Ju- 
ror Washburn was able to resume the 
hearing this afternoon, and the trial 
proceeded. The principal witness was 
Milton Zeller, Sheriff of Carbon county, 
who had codOperated with Sheriff Mar- 
tin in the attempt to suppress the strik- 
ers. He ttestified to repeated confiicts 
between the strikers and the forces 
of the Sheriff, and told of the strikers 
having fired at a sheriff’s posse at 
Beaver Meadow. He testified further, 
that Sheriff Martin had instructed his 
men to be very careful and to shoot 
no one unless in danger of their lives. 


Life Sentence for Assault. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 26.—Fred Rubeck, 
convicted Thursday of assault and 
sentenced to twenty years in the peni- 
tentiary, has been convicted on a like 
charge, and the jury fixed his punish- 
ment at life imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary. Rosa Reget told of brutality 
on the part of Rubeck which aroused 
both court and jury. Rubeck is the 
first prisoner to be given a life sen- 
tence for this offense under the new 
law. Rubeck was also under sentence 
for horse-stealing, and seven more in- 
dictments are pending. 


Report Discredited, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The report 
contained in a published dispatch from 
London that Italy had decided upon 
energetic measures to enforce repara- 
tion of the alleged illegal sequestration 
of an Italian vessel at Port au Prince, 
is discredited at the Haytian Legation 
here. Minister Leger said tonight that 
his government had not informed him 
that any difficulty with Italy has 
grown out of the affair. He was confi- 
dent that if a situation as grave as 
indicated by the London report, ex- 
isted, he would have been notified.

LICKED BY FLAMES, 


NINE PERSONS PERISH IN A 
CHARLESTON FIRE. 


The Effective Work of the Fire De. 
partment and Police Too Late to 
Save Lives. 


SHRIEKS OF THE DYING VICTIMS 


THE FIRE SOON UNDER CONTROL 
AND THE BODIES RECOVERED. 


The Unfortunates Lived on the Top 
Floor and Had No Way of 
Escape—Names of the 
Dead. 


[ASSOCIATZD PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
CHARLESTON (S. C.,) Feb. 26.— 
Nine lives were lost in a fire which 
,raged for a short time in Church street 
this morning. 

At 2:10 am. a policeman on duty 
noticed big sparks flying from the 
tenement house at No. 160 Church 
Street. The officer found that a blaze 
was issuing from one of the windows 
on the first floor. The doors were 
broken open, and the family on that 
floor were rushed out without injury. 
Somebody cried that a family of 
women were sleeping on the third 
floor. The police rushed upstairs, and 
when they reached the top story the 
life-saving work was stopped by the 
flames, which seemed to be playing 
over the entire building. 

Screams from dying women were 
heard, and Officer Bagby rushed in 
and pulled out three charred bodies. 
The quick work of the fire depart- 
ment checked the fire, and it was soon 
-under control, but not until nine lives 
had been lost.

DENNIS DOREN DEAD. 


A Man Prominent in the History of 
the Telegraph. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Dennis Doren 
of this city, general superintendent of 
construction of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, died suddenly to- 
Gay at Norwalk, O. His death was due 
to apoplexy. 

Mr. Doren was born in 1830. When 
Superintendent Eckert took charge of 
the military telegraph lines of the de- 
partment of the Potomac he put Mr. 
Doren in charge of the construction 
corps, and he later laid the cables 
from Cape Charles to Fortress Monroe, 
the first message over which was the 
news that the Monitor had destroyed 
the Merrimac. He kept all corps head- 
quarters in constant connection with 
the headquarters of Gen. Grant and 
Gen. Meade. 

In 1881 Mr. Doren became president 
of the American Cable Construction 
Company, and held that office until 
the two cables laid across the Atlantic 
Ocean by that company had been 
leased by the Western Union Company. 

When the American Union and the 
Atlantic and Pacific companies consol- 
idated with the Western Union in 1881, 
Mr. Doren was made general superin- 
tendent of construction and repairs, 
and held the place until his death.

Made to an Italian Railroad 
Mining Syndicate.

LOCAL OPTION IN TAXATION. 

One of the evils of taxation in the 
United States is the taxing of per- 
sonal property. This form of taxation 
is a more prolific source of fraud, eva- 
sion and perjury than any other. It 
results in great inequalities of assess- 
ment, and is an unjust, as well as an 
unnecessary burden upon those who 
in many cases are least able to bear 
such burdens. 

In some States of the Union the 
burdens of personaj-property taxation 
have been removed from home-owners 
who are in moderate circumstances 
by establishing a householders’ ex- 
emption, under which household 
goods, farm implements, etc., to the 
amount of from $500 to $1599 are ex- 
empted from taxation. This plan is 
an excellent one. It encourages thrift, 
while it does not wholly exempt the 
holders of personal property in large 
amounts from taxation on that class 
of property. 

' The abolition of all taxes on per- 
gonal property is advocated by many 
economists, on the ground that such 
taxes are in effect a tax on industry, 
which it should be the aim of gov- 
ernment to promote rather than to 
discourage. Radical differences of 
opinion are bound to exist on this 
subject, and the arguments pro and 
con are interesting, if not conclusive. 
One group of tax-reformers would 
throw upon land the entire burden of 


‘ taxation. Another class would derive 


from incomes, inheritances, and the 
larger aggregations of capital of what- 
ever kind, the principal revenues for. 
the maintenance of government. Be- 
tween these widely-divergent views 
the true theory and the most feasible 
plan of taxation undoubtedly lies, and 
it may in the fullness of time crystal- 
lize into practical and just legislation. 
In the mean time, we must content 
ourselves with plans and_ theories 
which are more or less tentative. 

A bill has been introduced into the 
New York Legislature which is at 
least unique in one of its provisions. 
It provides for local option, or “home 
rule,” within certain limits, in the 
matter of taxation. The’ essential 
provisions of this measure, which has 
received the indorsement of the New 
York Tax Reform Association, is as 
follows: 

“Section 1. It shall be the duty of 
all assessors and officers performing 
the duties of assessors, in assessing 
real property of any kind, to assess 
the value of land separately from all 
buildings, fences, structures, drains, 
crops, plants, trees and other improve- 
men*s thereon, and to state in sepa- 
raté columns the assessed value of 
each piece of land and of the entire 
improvements thereon. 

“Sec. 2. The Board Of Supervisors 
in each county may in their discre- 
tion, direct that all direct taxes in 
such county (other than those which 
such county may be required io col- 
lect for State purposes, and other than 
city taxes, concerning which an ex- 
press direction may have been given 


under the authority of section 3 of. 


this act) shall be levied 


exclusively 
upon the assessed 


value of personal 


‘property alone, or upon the assessed 


value of real estate alone, including 
land and all improvements thereon, or 
upon the assessed value of land alone, 
exclusive of improvements and of 


personal property, or upon the as- 
sessed value of land, improvements 
and personal property, taken to- 


gether.” 

City councils are given the same 
power in regard to municipal taxes as 
is delegated to boards of supervisors 
in regard to county taxes. That is, 
all direct taxes collected exclusively 
for city purposes may be levied upon 
the assessed value of personal prop- 
erty alone, upon the assessed value 
of real estate alone, (including im- 
provements,) upon the assessed value 
of land exclusive of imnrovements. 


or upon the assessed value of land, 
improvements, and personal property, 
taken together. Each county and city 
is required to furnish its full quota 
of taxes for State purposes, whether 
the local taxes are collected exclu- 
sively from real estate, from personal 
property, or from both real and per- 
sonal property. 

The advantages of this plan are not 
conspicuously apparent. It is «ere 
mentioned rather as a unique proposi- 
tion than for any solid merit which 
it may possess. Obviously, it would 
afford the advocates of the single land 
tax an opportunity to put their the- 
ories to something like a practical 
test in communities where they are 
in a majority—if there are any such 
communities in the Empire State. 
There might be some advantage in 
this, if only to demonstrate the im- 
practicability of the single-tax theory. 


THE NATION WAITS. 

With all the wild rumors that have 
been flying about regarding the Maine 
tragedy, the condition of affairs ap- 
pears to be clearly set out in the state- 


] ment given out to the newspapers by 


the Secretary of the Navy, who says: 
“Summing up the situation, I should 
say that the Navy Department knows 
today nothing more about the cause 
of the disaster than it did five min- 
utes after the receipt of the first 
dispatches from Capt. Sigsbee.” In 
the light of this clear and lucid out- 
giving, yellow journalism, with its 
whoops and howls, and_ wild-eyed 
stories, is .revealed in all its hideous 
mendacity. The divers are at work 
in the harbor of Havana and when 
they have finished, the testimony of 
the survivors has been taken, and the 
court of inquiry has made its report, 
we may hope to know whether Provi- 
dence has visited this nation with an 
awful calamity, or whether a hell-born 
miscreant has done to death more 
than two hundred and fifty of our 
gallant tars. Until then the people 
wait with sublime patience, with su- 
preme confidence in the constituted 
authorities, and with a grim determi- 
nation to meet whatever issue the in- 
vestigation may give rise to. Mean- 
while, the putrid press will doubtless 
continue to see visions, dream dreams 
and tell lies faster than a dog can trot. 
But the populace is not to be in- 
flamed by the shrieking brotherhood 
of Hearsts and Pulitzers, but is go- 
ing its several ways supreme in its 
strength, loyalty, patriotism and con- 
fidence, ready to be just and generous, 


or ready to fight if there should be| 


anything to fight about. 


It is reported in the dispatches that 
the Secretary of War has decided, in 
granting a contract for the construc- 
tion of the San Pedro breakwater, to 
give it to the lowest bidder for quarry 
stone. Unless some excellent reason 
shall be shown why rock from the 
government reservation at San Cle- 
mente should not be used in this 
work, the people “on the ground” in 
this section of the country will be 
apt to have their fears aroused, and 
to question whether the Secretary’s 
decision is not governed by a desire 
to do something for Uncle Collis—in 
other words, to salve the magnate’s 
wounds received in the San  Pedro- 
Santa Monica contest, by a generous 
plaster of traffic in stone for the 
Southern Pacific of Kentucky. This 
people has grown to be very suspicious 
of all the movements with respect to 
this great work, and will demand 
“reasons” where ordinarily no ques- 
tione would be asked. If government 
stone that costs nothing, is not to be 
used for building the breakwater, then 
why not? 


The latest S, P. bluff is to the ef- 
fect that Uncle Collis, if let alone, will 
build a harbor at Santa Monica, but 
why doesn’t he go ahead and do it 
and quit talking about it. The ocean 
has been out there for at least twenty- 
three years, and there has been a 
railroad running to Santa Monica for 
the same length of time, but ‘up to 
this writing no one has seen any in- 
dications that the Kentucky corpora- 
tion proposes to build a harbor there 
or any other place.

SAN PEDRO HARBOR. 

A vicious attempt was made in 
the House yesterday to defeat the ap- 
‘propriation of $400,000, contained in 
the Sundry Civil Bill, as reported 
from the Committee on ‘Appropria- 
tions, for the beginning of work on 
the San Pedro breakwater. The at- 
tack was repulsed, and the House 
voted to retain the appropriation in 
the bill. There is no good reason to 
doubt that the bill, as it finally passes 
the House, will contain the appropria- 
tion for San Pedro. There is as lit- 
tle reason to anticipate any serious 
}opposition -in the Senate. It is rea- 
sonably safe to assume that if Con- 
gressional action can assure the be-. 
ginning of work upon the San Pedro 
Harbor, work will be begun, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of law, 
in the near future. 

But it is not safe to assume that 
the persistent and damnable warfare 
which has been waged against this 
approved and necessary public im- 
provement for nearly five years is at 
an end. Huntington and his hench- 
men—chief among whom is to be 
counted the misfit Secretary of War, 
Russell A. Alger—are still to be reck- 
oned with. Opposition and interfer- 
ence from that source may be ex- 
pected, to the end, and it is well for 
our people to recognize this fact—de- 
plorable and disgraceful as it is—and 
to be prepared to continue the fight 
until the enemy has been crushed and 
the harbor is an accomplished fact. 
The Onslaught made upon the appro- 
priation in the House yesterday re- 
vealed a new line of attack, which 
must be met and parried if necessary. 

It is stated in the dispatches that 
the next move made by the enemies 
of San Pedro will be to petition the 
courts for an injunction forbidding 
the Secretary of War to award con- 
tracts for the work, on the ground 
that the total amount named in the 
original estimate, $2,900,000, is inade- 
quate for the construction of a har- 
bor for commerce and of refuge, and 
only sufficient for the construction of 
a breakwater. The absolute unven- 


}ableness and absurdity of this proposi- 


tion has repeatedly been shown in the 
discussion of this matter. The At- 
torney-General, in a written opinion, 
has shown that. the work defined in 
the original bill, if carried out in 
accordance with the plans of the 
Board of Harbor Commissioners and 
the specifications of the government 
engineers, would constitute the crea- 
tion of a harbor for commerce and 
of refuge, as contemplated by the act 
of Congress. The Secretary of War 
has now in his pessession a number of 
bids for the work, all but one of which 
come within the sum named as the 
maximum ccst of the improvement, 
$2,900,000. The lowest bid in his 
hands is an offer to do the work, ac- 
cording to specifications, for $1,300,- 
000. In the face of these facts, the 
talk of an application for an injunc- 
tion seems ‘preposterous and silly. It 


-is doubtul if any court would enter- 


tain such a proposition, or 
have a right to entertain it. 

The attack made on the approprtfa- 
tion, upon the ground that no con- 
tract for the work is in existence, is 
equally preposterous. To all intents 
and purposes a contract exists. Bids 
have been invited and submitted ‘in 
accordance with law. It only remains 
for the Secretary of War to accept 
the lowest responsible bid in order to 
complete the contract. If that official 
can vitiate or prevent the consumma- 
tion of a government contract at his 
pleasure, he can set aside any act of 
Congress which does not meet His ap- 
proval.. The contention is too absurd 
for serious consideration. 

Congressman Grosvenor—what in 
Sam Hill is the matter with Gros- 
venor ?—announced that “certain 
parties” (meaning Uncle Collis, of 
course,) had “offered to build a har- 
bor at Santa Monica without cost to 
the government, if the latter would 
furnish engineers!”” This is obviously 
a desperate bluff on the part of Hunt- 
ington, by which he hopes to delay 
or defeat the building of the San 
Pedro Harbor. It had no weight in 
the House, and should have no weight 
in any quarter, though Alger may 
possibly profess to find in it an ex- 
cuse for further dirty work. If Hunt- 
ington desires to build a private har- 
bor at Santa Monica it is. his privilege 
to do so, but the government will not 
assist him, even to the extent of fur- 
nishing engineers. He has not the 
least intention of building a harbor 
there, however, and his bluff will de- 
ceive nobody. 

The San Pedro Harbor will be 
built in accordance with the law en- 
acted by Congress. But we may be 
compelled to do some more fighting 
before our victory is complete and 
final.

Serious Complications May Arise 
from This Effort to Steal Part 
of Alaska. 


EIGHT MEN FROZEN TO DEATH. 


SKAGUAY IS NOW VISITED BY A 
PLAGUE. 


Late Advices Report Alaska Passes 
in Good Condition—Three Men 
Return With Sixty Thou- 
sand Dollars. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Feb. 25.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The steamer Noyo ar- 
rived in port from Skaguay this morn- 
ing, bringing the story that the Brit- 
ish flag has been planted at Summit 
Lake, fourteen miles within what has 
heretofore been considered American 
territory. 

The news was brought to Skaguay by 
parties coming over the White Pass, 
who arrived on the Tuesday before 
the Noyo left. Trouble of a serious 
nature is expected. As the territory 
along the international boundary has 
been in dispute for some time, the 
Canadian authorities have simply 
availed themselves of the old adage 
that “possession is nine points of law,” 
and have planted their flag within the 
American lines for the purpose of 
plucking a few tail feathers from the 
American eagle. 

On that same Tuesday (February 15,) 
returning Klondikers brought into 
Skaguay the bodies of eight men who 
had been frozen -to death on the trail. 
One of these men had been found sit- 
ting on his sled as though resting. 

Skaguay is now visited by a plague. 
One physician alone lost nine of his 
twelve patients in a single day with 
that peculiar ailment of which some. 
two hundred persons now are sick, 
and which is said to resemble closely 
cerebro-spinal meningitis. Many deaths 
are resulting from this cause. 

“Soapy” Smith and his gang of cut- 
throats still hold full sway, and de- 
cent people do not dare to say a word, 
Hold-ups, burglaries, robberies, shoot- 
ing affrays and assaults are of more 
than daily occurrence, and the law- | 
and-order element are simply power- 
less to do a thing. 

The Neyo brought thirty passengers 
from Juneau and Skaguay, but none 
from the interior. She took on board 
at Skaguay three men from Dawson. 
They were Jemes Brownell, Frank La- 
roy and L. R. Flint, all of whom got 
off at Juneau with $60,000 in dust which 
they had brought out with them, 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SEATTLE Feb. 26.—The 
¢team schooner Noyo, which arrived 
here today from SkKaguay, Alaska, 
brings news which, if it is true, will 


probably cause internatioral compli- 
‘cations. 


Parties arriving at Skaguay 
before the Noyo left circulated the re- 
port that the Canadian mounted po- 
lice had raised the British flag at 
Summit Lake, which is twelve miles 
from Skaguay and fourteen miles in- 
side of the American line as at present 
defined. Capt. Lindquist of the Noyo 
says the report had not been verified 
when he left Skaguay and that he 
places but little credence in it. 

The Noyo also brings news of many 
dea'’as on the White Pass resulting 
from ccld and exposure. ,.On Tuesday, 
February 15, the bodies of five men 
who had died on the trail were brought 


to Skagcuay. It was impossible to 
learn the names of them. All died 
from what is called cerebro. spinal 


meningitis, which is quite prevalent in 
Skaguay and along the trail. It has 
its origin in exposure and a lack of 
sufficient clothing . to. ewithstand the 
severe cold. ....... 
The Noyo had as passengers three 
Dawsonites, who stopped at Juneau. 
They were James Brownell, Frank La- 
roy and L. R. Flint. They report hav- 
ing brought out about $60,000 worth of 
gold dust and drafts from the in- 
terior. Stormy weather, was encoun- 
tered by the Noyo. Thirty-one vessels 
were passed bound for the north. 


THE ALASKA HIGHWAYS. 


Chilecoot and White Passes Reported 
in Good Condition. 
[ASSOCIATED I’RESS DAY REVORT.] 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Feb. 
25.—The steamer Pioneer, with the bark 
Colorado, returned at midnight from 
Skaguay. The Pioneer's officers report 
both Dyea and Skaguay as lively, but 
law-abiding. 

Capt. Nelson says that while thou- 
sands of people are landing at Dyea, 
the population does not appear to ma- 
terially increase, as the majority of 
those landing there are destined for 
interior Alaska, and are pushing for- 
ward with little delay. Both the Chil- 
coot and White passes are reported in 
good condition. 

On the way down the Pioneer passed 
twenty-four veSsels en route to Alas- 
ka, all crowded with passengers and 
freight. 

The Pioneer experienced the worst 
weagher ‘that has prevailed in the 
Nonthern Pacific waters for many 
years, continuous high winds and 
blinding snowstorms prevailing.

The Kentucky and Kearsarge Will 
Be Launched March 24.

APPOINTMENTS. 


‘Col. Corbin Succeeds Gen. Breck as 
Adjutant-General. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The Presi- 
dent today appointed Col. Henry C. 
Corbin Adjutant-General of the army, 
to succeed Gen. Samuel Breck, retired 
on account of age. Gen. Breck has held 
the office only since September 11 last, 
when he succeeded Adjt.-Gen. Ruggles. 

Gen. Breck was born in Massachu- 
setts in 1834, and graduated from the 
Military Academy in 1855. He was in- 
structor in the academy at the out- 
break of the civil war, but promptly 
relinquished that post to undertake ac- 
tive service in the field, where he 
served with gallantry throughout the 
war, earning several brevets. 

Col. Henry C. Corbin is a native of 
Ohio, and entered the army 4s an en- 
listed man at the beginning of the late 
war. He had a most brilliant career, 
and earned brevets for gallant and 
meritorious service at Decatur and 
Nashville. In 1866 he was transferred to 
the regular service as second lieutenant 
ef. the Seventeenth United States In- 
fantry. 

President Hayes appointed him to 
the staff in 1880, making him a major 
and Assistant Adjutant-General. Gen- 
Corbin has seen service in the Indian 
campaigns at Pine Ridge, in Arizona, 
and elsewhere. Before promotion he 
was assistant to the Adjutant-General, 
and before coming to Washington he 
was Adjutant-General for the Depart- 
ment of the East at New York.

The Pomona Progress has issued a 
work of art in the way of a special 
edition which is replete with views of 
Pomona and well digested information 
regarding the industries of that thriv- 
ing city. It is creditable to the Prog- 
ress that this work is the product of 
its own presses. 


A journalistic bubble was pricked in 
Los Angeles a few days ago, when the 
Rural Californian was _§ attached. 
Heintz, the publisher, has always 
claimed that the circulation of the pub- 
lication was 5000 or more, but a Los 
Angeles man who looked over the sub- 
scription list with a view of bidding for 
the journal, says that there are less 
than 1500 subscribers. 


The San Francisco Bulletin refiec- 
tively observes: ‘Justice seems to be 
tempered with mercy on the Chilcoot 
Pass. When they catch a thief up 
there, instead of locking him up in a 
cold calaboose to freeze, they tie him 
up and wallop him soundly, which 
should certainly tend to warm him 
more or less thoroughly.” A little of 
this calorio justice would not be bad 
for some styles of criminals even in 
Southern California. 


A wail of woe rises from the San 
José Mercury, which says: “Los An- 
geles insists that some of the frozen 
oranges which are making life a mis- 
ery in this section must have come 
from Fresno. Possibly, .but in any 
event we are getting a pretty cold 
deal in citrus fruits here this.season. 
They must have been grown in an ice 
belt,” That settles it. Fresno has 
the belt, and we might as well ac- 
knowledge it gracefully. 


The arrogance of righteousness re- 
ceives a gentle dig from the Arizona 
Republican, which says: “The Mis- 
souri clergymen who broke up a dance 
the other night by suddenly appearing 
on the floor and beginning a service 
of scripture reading and prayer would 
doubtless call in the police if the young 
men who were managing the dance 
should some night go into their 
churches and start a merry waltz. But 
that would be only following an ex- 
ample in bad manners.” 


“Talking about Armenian outrages,” 
says the San Francisco Post; “what 
will be said of the murder of a post- 
master and his family in South Caro- 
lina? We believe he had committed 
the frightful crime of having been born 
black and having been appointed to an 
office.” Yes; but the chivalrio south- 
ern view of the matter would be that 
he had no business to be a nigger, any- 
how, and when he had the impudence 
to qualify himself to hold office, it was 
time to protect the white citizens. 


The Oakland Tribune says: “It will 
not take long to solve the fuel problem 
on the Pacific Coast if the oil fields of 
Southern California develop at the rate 
they have been going of late. The Los 
Angeles belt alone is turning out 
45,000 barrels a month, and as this is 
more than the demand, a shut-down 
for awhile is in prospect. The coal 
“barons” will not be so aristocratic 
when some of the many fuel changes 
that are contemplated are made by 
leading consumers on the Coast.” 


The Oakland Tribune says, approv- 
ingly: “Although the Senators could 
not spare the time to take a holiday 
on Washington’s birthday, they cele- 
brated the day as best they could. A 
resolution was passed paving the way 
for the construction of as fine a bat- 
tleship as there is in the world, the 
boat when built to be called the George 
Washington. The idea is a good one 
for a warship with that name would 
be the pride of our navy.” Not a bad 
way to celebrate, and emlnontiy in its 


results. 


If there is any sense in the holders 
of the large amount of hay stored in 
Southern California forcing up prices 
as they are doing, it does not manifest 
itself to consumers. Throughout South- 
ern California the grain is growing 
well up to date, and if the lack of rain 
is to have any effect it will bg to make 
hay of what might otherw be har- 
vested for grain, and thus tend to in- 
crease the supply of hay. There is no 
doubt that the grain in the ground 
‘will at least make hay, at the rate it 
is growing. and a slump in the price 
of hay is more probable than a further 
advance. 


THOSE KNOCK-OUT DROPS. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN THE MOSIER 
GRAND LARCENY CASE, 


Attempts to Release the Prisoners 
on Writs of Habeas Corpus—New 
Complaints Filed — Mixologist 
Keene Arrested. 


Some new features developed in the 
Mosier “knockout-drops” case yester- 
day. The examination of J. H. Mosier 
and Guy Dawson for grand larceny 
was to have been resumed before Jus- 
tice Morrison yesterday morning. The 
defendants and their counsel were 
ready to proceed with the examination, 
but the prosecution asked for a con- 
tinuance till next Monday on account 
of the absence of an important witness, 
who could not be produced before that 
time. The defense objected vigorously 
to further delay, but the court granted 
the motion, which was unsupported by 
any affidavit to the effect that a post- 
ponement was necessary in order to 
produce material evidence. 

The attornevs for the defense, Zue 
G. Peck and M. W. Conkling, immedi- 
ately secured a writ of habeas corpus, 
which was granted by Superior Judge 
Van Dyke, ordering the Chief of Po- 
lice to release the prisoners forthwith 
unless the Justice Court would proceed 
at once with the examination. The 
writ was served on Justice Morrison 
in the afternoon, but Asst. Dist.-Atty. 
Williams was prepared for this move 
and forestalled it by moving to dismiss 
the complaint. Before the motion was 
granted, Mr. Williams filed a new 
complaint charging the defendants, 
Mosier and Dawson, with the same of- 
fense—robbing Joseph Schmidt of $230, 
and Detective Steele immediately re- 
arrested the men. 

Attorney Conkling moved to dismiss 
the new complaint, on the ground that 
the plaintiff, having been once in 
jeopardy, could not be tried again for 
the same offense. Mr. Conkling argued 
that the Assistant District Attorney’s 
action in dismissing one complaint and 
immediately filing another identical 
with it, in order to escape the process 
of the Superior Court, was tantamount 
to contempt of court, and he wanted 
to have the “big Injun” of the District 
Attorney’s office treated accordingly. 
Williams retorted that it would be in 
order, then, for Justice Morrison to 
find himself in contempt, also. 

Regardless of the protests of Attor- 
neys Peck and Conkling, Justice Mor- 
rison refused to dismiss the new com- 
plaint, and ordered Defendant Mosier 
to give bond in $1000 for his appearance 
in court next Monday at 40 a.m., for 
preliminary examination. Dawson was 
ordered to appear at the same time, 
but, with consent of the prosecution, 
was released on his own recognizance. 

The preliminary examination on the 


‘previous complaint so far as it had 
Joseph} 


gone tended to show that 
Schmidt, a green young German from 
Arizona, was inveigled into a game of 
cards by Mosier in a Commercial-street 
saloon; that Mosher plied him with 
drinks which were apparently ‘doc- 
tored;” that Schmidt lapsed into un- 
consciousness and when he recovered 
his senses found himself in a vacant 
lot and minus $230 in cash and his 
citizenship papers. Dawson was read- 
ing a book in a back room of the saloon 
while the game of cards was in prog- 
ress. During Mosier’s temporary ab- 
sence he played one hand for him, -but 
that appears to be all he had to do with 
the alleged robbery.- 

The officers believe, however, that 
the saloon-keeper, E. Keene, who 
served the drinks, had a hand in the 
business. Keene was arrested yester- 
day morning as an accomplice of 
Mosier, and was likewise arraigned 
for grand larceny and his examina- 
tion set for next Monday at 10 o’clock. 
Keene is supposed to have put the 
“knock-out drops” in the beer or 
seltzer which Schmidt drank and which 
made him an easy subject for robbery. 
Keene gave bail for his appearance in 
court next Monday. 

Mosier was out rustling for bonds- 
men yesterday afternoon in charge of 
a deputy constable, but could not find 
any, and therefore spent another night 
in the City Jall. 

Mosier bears an unenviable reputa- 
tion in San Francisco, San: Diego and 
this city, at which places he formerly 
conducted saloons. His license for the 
Exchange saloon at First and Los An- 
geles streets was revoked recently on 
account of the frequent rows that 
took place there. Mosier’ generally 
took a hand in the rows himself. In 
the one that resulted in the loss of his 
license a hobo named Jack Kohler 
had a piece clipped off his skull with a 
beer glass. 
struck the blow, and had him arrested 
for assault with a deadly weapon, but 
Mosier was acquitted at his prelimi- 
nary examination. As the evidence 
against him in the grand larceny case 
now pending is purely circumstantial, 
he may again escape from the meshes 
of the law. The prosecution claims to 
have discovered a new and important 
witness, however, and confidently hopes 
to be able to secure a conviction. 


A GOOD CUSTOMER. 


The Business of This City Develop- 
ing Rapidly in Kern County. 
The initial steps have been taken 
for an excursion of business men and 
such others as may be inclined, to 
Bakersfield. The territory of Kern 
county is tributary to this city and 
the trade has been increasing quite

been bidding for the merchandise of 
Bakersfield and the adjacent valley. 

The prospect of the Valley road soon 
being extended to Bakersfield has given 
an impetus to business in the northern 
county, and the hope that in the near 
future there may be a competing line 
to Los Angeles has prompted the Bak- 
ersfield merchants to seek a closer busi- 
ness connection with this city. With 
this end in view a public meeting is to 
be held at Bakersfield on March 1, to 
discuss the business situation, and take 
definite action with regard to receiving 
the visitors that will take advantage 
of the cheap excursion rate which 
the railroad will offer. J. M. Hunter, 
secretary of the Bakersfield Board of 
Trade, has the matter in hand at the 
other end, and the matter will doubt- 
less eventuate in some action being 
taken in this city in order that the af- 
fair may be a success.

POLICE COURTS EXIT, 


JUDGE VAN DYKE DECIDES 
THAT THEY DO NOT EXIST. 

He Holds That the Whitney Act Does 


not Apply to This City Since 
the Last Census. 


IMPORTANT CHANGES EFFECTED 


A PROSPECTIVE RUSH OF HABEAS 
CORPUS CASES. 


~ 


Legal Opinion Differs as to Whether 
or not the Question Can Be 
Brought Before the Su- 
preme Court. 


According to a decision rendered yes- 
terday by Judge Van Dyke of the Su- 
perior Court, the Police Court of this 
city has no legal existence, and the 
acts of the so-called police judges are 
null and void. The decision was given 
in the habeas corpus proceedings in- 
stituted to secure the release of Ah 
Sang from the City Jail. As a result, 
every prisoner now confined in the City 
Jail under a sentence rendered by 
either of the city justices acting as 
police judge, is held to be illegally re- 
strained of his liberty, and may easily 
obtain his freedom by resorting to 
habeas corpus. 

The decision was received in general 
with surprise by attorneys and city 
and county officers. The fact that the 
question was decided in a habeas cor- 
pus matter, which is not appealable, 
makes the decision of all the more im- 
portance. Attorneys were very reti- 
cent yesterday about expressing their 
opinion as to what will be the out- 
come of the decision. While many con- 
sider it final, others believe that there 
isa way of bringing the questions in- 
volved before the Supreme Cdurt. 

The decision is based upon. the 
ground that the Whitney act does.not 
apply to this city. This act provides 
for the creation of police courts in 
cities having a population of between 

» 30,000 and 100,000 inhabitants. At the 
special census taken last year it was 
shown that Los Angéles has outgrown 
the 100,000 mark, and is therefore not 
provided for under the act. The ques- 
tion was first raised by Horace Appel 
in what was known as the Ah Luey 
case. The argument was heard en banc 
by four Superior Court judges, and the 
case was disposed of without the de- 
cision of the question as to the legal- 
ity of the police courts. The same 
question was again raised in the suit 
against Everett’s bondsmen, but was 
a@gain evaded. A third time the ques- 
tion was brought up by Appel on ha- 
beas corpus, on which the decision was 
obtained yesterday. 

The decision does not affect the 
jurisdiction of the officers as city jus- 
tices who have also performed the 
functions of police judges. As police 
judges they have heretofore had ex- 
clusive jurisdiction in all misdemeanor 
cases within the city. Their authority 
as police judges has been greater than 
that of a city justice. They have been 
provided with a clerk, who was em- 
powered to administer oaths. The po- 
lice judge also had jurisdiction in high- 
grade misdemeanor cases, but the city 
justices have jurisdiction only in mis- 
demeanor cases. 

A batch of habeas corpus proceed- 
ings for the release of prisoners now 


confined in the City Jail will doubtless 
result from the decision. 

Dist.-Atty.. Donnell was non-com- 
mittal in regard to his opinion. of the 

ecision. He did not believe, however, 

t the matter, having been decided 
in a habeas corpus case, could be 
brought before the Supreme Court in 
any manner. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. James was unwilling 
to express an opinion as to what would 
be the final outcome of the decision. 
He did not know of any law providing 
for the creation of city justice courts 
in cities of over 100,000 inhabitants, and 
Was doubtful whether the business of 
the courts would not have to be trans- 
ferred to the Township Court. 

The text of Judge an Dyke’s deci- 
gion in full is as follows: 


JUDGE VAN DYKE’S DECISION. 


“It is alleged in the petition in this 
case that the petitioner is unlawfully 
imprisoned, detained, confined and re- 
strained of his liberty by the Chief of 
Police of the city of Los Angeles, Cal., 
at the City Jail; that the imprison- 
ment of the petitioner is based solely 
upon a complaint charging the peti- 
tioner with the commission of a crime, 
sworn to before W. W. Stockwell, as- 
Suming to act as clerk of the Police 
Court, upon which D. C. Morrison, as- 
suming to act as Police Judge and 
holding the Police Court of said city, 
issued a warrant for the arrest and 
commitment of the petitioner, assum- 
ing so to act by virtue of the pro- 
visions of an act of the Legislature of 
the State of California, entitled “An 
Act to provide for police courts in 
cities having 30,000 and under 100,000 
inhabitants, and to provide for the 
Officers thereof,’’ approved March 18, 
1885. And it is further alleged in the 
petition that at the time of the said 


alleged offense, and thereafter, and 
during all the times of said acts 
of said clerk and of said _ OD. 


C. Morrison assuming to act as 
Police Judge, there was no constitu- 
tional or legal Police Court in said 
city of Los Angeles, and ‘that section 
103 of the Code of Civil Procedure, un- 
der which said Morrison claims to have 
been elected as a city justice, and by 
virtue of which she pretends to hold 
the office of City Justice and Police 
Judge, is unconstitutional and _ void, 
and that said Act of March 18, 1885, 
providing for police courts in certain 
cities is also unconstitutional and 

oid; that if at any time it applied to 
the city of Los Angeles, that prior to 
the alleged commission of said offense 
the said act became inoperative and 
did not affect the city of Los Angeles, 
for the reason that the census of said 
city, taken in 1897 in pursuance ‘of an 
act of the Legislature, approved Feb- 
ruary 25, 1897, showed that the said 
city of Los Angeles had then and there 
more than 100,000 inhabitants. 


“The questions involved in this case 
have been before this court en banc 
recently, and quite elaborately argued, 
to wit, in the case of Ah Loule against 
Police Judge M. T. Owens, and laiter 
in the case of the city of Los Angeles 
against W. W. Everett. In the first 
case it was held by the mejority of 
the Judges that the questions involved 
could not be properly determined on a 
writ of prohibition, for the reasons 
therein stated. In the latter case two 
of the questions presented in the pres- 
ent case were determined: First, that 
gseation 108 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure was constitutional and valid, 
and that the Legislature was author- 
ized by the Constitution to determine 
the number of Justices of the Peace 
to be elected in incorporated cities, 
without regard to their classification, 
and such Justices were a part of the 
eee system provided for ‘in article 
Vi of tho Constitution, and did not 


come within the provision of article 
XI in reference to municipal corpora- 
tions. Second, that the so-called Whit- 
ney Act was not an open question for 
this court to consider, inasmuch as it 
had been directly decided to be con- 
stitutional by the Supreme Court in 4 
pumber of cases, although in some of 
later date the reasoning and language 
of the Supreme Court seemd to be 
against the validity of said act; nota- 
bly Darcy against San José (104 Cal. 
644;) Denman vs. Broderick (111 Cal. 
97;) Ex Parte Giamhonini (117 Cal., 
673.) It was also held in the Everett 
case that at the time he was 4) 
pointed, the bond in the case given 
and default made (which was during 
1895,) Los Angeles was one of the 
cities to which the Whitney Act then 
applied. 

“It is alleged, however, and admitted 
in this case, that by the census taken !n 
1897, and prior to the alleged commis- 
sion of the offense on the part of pe- 
titioner and the proceedings subsequent 
thereto, Los Angeles was a city hav- 
ing more than one hundred thousend 
inhabitants. At the time of the pass- 
age of the so-called Whitney Act in 
1885 it did not apply to the city of Los 
Angeles, for the reason that it was not 
a “city having thirty thousand and un- 
der one hundred thousand inhabitants. 

“An attempt was made to establish 
a police court in this city in the present 
freeholder charter, approved by the 
Legislature in 1889, but it was held, in 
People vs. Toal, 85 Cal., 333, that that 
provision of the charter was unconsti- 
tutional‘and void, and thereby the city 
of Los Angeles, until the taking of the 
census in 1890, was deprived of a Police 
Court, and in reply to the suggestion of 
inconvenience that might result from 
such a decision the court says: ‘We are 
too firmly convinced of the correctness 
of the conclusions we have reached to 
be affected or influenced by the fear of 
consequences.’ Besides, the court re- 
marks: ‘The city of Los Angeles is 
amply provided with inferior courts, 
without its Police Court,’ referring, of 
course, to the fact that there were city 
justices courts established under the 
provisions of the Constitution by sec- 
tion 103 of the Code of Civil Procedure. 
already referred to. In ex parte Hal- 
stead on habeas corpus, 89 Cal., 4/1. 
the petitioner had been convicted of 
petty larceny in the Police Court on 
the 5th day of February, 1891, and the 
court says: ‘At that time, and long 
prior thereto, the city of Los Angeles 
was a city having over thirty thousand 
inhabitants,’ the court adding that it 
was unnecessary in that case to de- 
termine the precise time at which the 
city of Los Angeles passed into a class 
having more than thirty thousand 
and less than one hundred thousand in- 
habitants.’ It certainly changed long 
prior to the arrest, conviction and com- 
mittment of the petitioner. The court 
having previously determined the so- 
called Whitney Act to be constitutional 
and valid, says: ‘I follows, therefore, 
that the city of Los Angeles, so far as 
its police courts are concerned, is now 
governed by the provisions of the 
Whitney Act.’ Again, in People vs. 
Wong Wang, 92 Cal., 278, it was held 
that the so-called Whitney Act ap- 
plied to the City of Los Angeles be- 
cause it had thirty thousand and un- 
der one hundred thousand inhabitants. 
Referring to the census taken in 1850, 
the court says: ‘We know that the 
enumeration so made ablished that 
the city of Los Angeles|had a popula- 
tion of more than thirty\thousand and 
less than one hundred j/thousand in- 
habitants on the first M@nday of June, 
1890. Courts take judidial notice of 
public and private offcial acts of the 
legislative, executive, and judicial de- 
partments of this State and of the 
United States.”’ C.C.P., 1875.’ 

“If it be necessary that. the city 
should have thirty thousand and under 
one hundred thousand inhabitants in 
order to fall within the provisions of 
the so-called Whitney Act, as so ex- 
pressly declared by that act and held 
by the decisions of the Supreme Court, 
as already shown, it would seem to 
follow inevitably that whenever the 
city should fall short of thirty thou- 
sand or exceed one hundred thousand 
inhabitants, it would thereupon cease 
to be within the scope of said act, or 
be affected by any of its provisiors. 
This would seem to be a proposition 
so plain that the mere statemeut of 
it is sufficient. 

“I have not overlooked the conten- 
tion on the part of the District Attor- 
ney that the Legislature in passing the 
Whitney Act intended that it should 
be applicable to cites of the second 
class, because at that time under the 
Classification Act of 1883 cities having 
thirty thousand and under one hundred 
thousand inhabitants, were cities of 
the second class. 

“In order to have the law conform to 
the view of the District Attorney in 
this respect it would be necessary for 
the court to amend it so as to have it 
read: “The judicial power of cities of 
the second class shall be vested in a 
police court,’ instead of as it reads at 
present: ‘The judicial power of every 
city having thirty thousand and under 
one hundred thousand inhabitants, 
Shall be vested in a police court.’ The 
language used by the Legislature is 
plain and unambiguous. ‘The great ob- 
ject, with reference to which all the 
rules and maxims that govern the in- 
terpretation of statutes constitutions 
and other written instruments have 
been framed, is to discern the true in- 
tent of their authors, and when that 
intent has been ascertained, it becomes 
the duty of the court to give effect to 
it, whatever may be the convictions of

“The suggestion of inconvenience 
that may arise from a decision ad- 
verse to the existence of the Police 
Court in this city should not, and does 
not, have any effect in influencing the 
action of this court. Such considera- 
tions are properly addressed to the 
legislative department of the govern- 
ment, and not to the courts. The 
business of the latter is simply and 
only to administer the law as they 
find ‘it, and not to make laws. But, 
inasmuch as the provision of law in 
reference to the election of city justices 
has been held to be constitutional, and 
the fact that in addition to the Town- 
ship Justice there are at present two 
city justices elected and. qualified un- 
der such law, as said in People vs. 
Toal, supra, ‘The city of Los Angeles 
is amply provided with inferior courts 
without its police court.’ 

“The provision in regard to police 
courts in the Political Code, referred 
to by counsel, has reference to munici- 
palities organized under the genera! 
law on that subject; but it is ad- 
mitted that the city of Los Angeles 
is not, and never has been, organized 
under the General Municipal Corpora- 
tion Act. At the time of the adoption 
of the present constitution, Los An- 
geles was Operating under a_ special 
charter, and is now operating under 
a freeholders charter, framed in pur- 
suance of section 8 of article 11 of the 
present constitution. 

“There being no police court in this 
city at the present time, there is, con- 
sequently, no judge or clerk of said 
court, either de jure or de facto, and 
the justice of the peace, assuming to 
act as police judge, and the party as«- 
suming to act as clerk of said court, 
had no jurisdiction as police judge and 
police clerk. Ex parte Giambonini, 
supra. It follows that the warrant

A fact which has been overlooked in 
the discussion of this question is that 
before the matter came close home to 
us, there was no hesitancy about 
charging the Spanish officials and the 
Spanish government with atrocities 
quite as savage, brutaland treacherous 
as the blowing up of the Maine. These 
charges have been made not only in the 
press, but in the most deliberately con- 
sidered speeches and resolutions in Con- 
gress, and have been referred to by 
the President in a message to Congress. 
It is held that while these charges, 
publicly made and often repeated, do 
not warrant the assumption that any 
Spanish official, even in his private 
capacity, would connive at such a hor- 
rible deed as the treacherous destruc- 
tion of an American battleship, yet the 
fact that such atrocities were charged 
in good faith does warrant the assump- 
tion that such a thing is possible and 
suggests the withholding of judgment 
until the facts are known. 

Today the administration says that it 
believes that the whole affair was an 
accident. It could hardly take any 
other attitude. To charge treachery 
where it cannot be proved would be to 
humiliate itself, and might well be 
taken as a serious casus belll. @| 

But if the administration does right 
to assert that the incident must be 
assumed’ to be an accident until design 
can be proved, there is much question 
here whether it is justified in the ef- 
forts it is making to cause the case to 
be prejudged in favor of accident. Many 
people hold that a mistake is being 
made by the administration in not 
maintaining an absolutely neutral at- 
titude. This mistake is, they say, the 
more apparent from the fact that the 
accident theory advanced by Secretary 
Long and by expressions with semi- 
official authority, is not the universally- 
held theory in the Navy Department, 
and is disputed by very eminent au- 
thority. The fact is that it is not 
known what caused the disaster. Indi- 
viduals are at liberty to speculate on 
the matter as much as they please, and 
to support their theories by such facts, 
scientific or otherwise, as they can, But 
it is felt to be unwise for the adminis- 
tration to go further than to express 
the hope, which is entertained by 
everybody, that the explosion was not 
the result of foul play. ;

BIG BUG RAILROAD LET. 
Ten Thousand Tons of $35 Ore Said 


to Be in Sight in the El 
Plomo Mine.

ABUNDANT FLOW OF WATER DE- 
VELOPED AT FLAGSTAFF. 


Am Indian Outrage Reported Near 
Hackberry—Washington’s Birth- 
day Observed With Elaborate 
Ceremony at Phoenix, 


PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Feb. 22.—[Regu- 
far Correspondence.] The most im- 
portant event that has taken place in 
this city for some time past was the 
letting of the grading contract for the 
new railroad into the min‘ng district 
of Big Bug, to the Minnesota and Ariz- 
ona Construction Company. The bids 
were opened on Monday but some time 
was taken to consider their terms and 
determ.ne their relative merits. A 
dozer or more of the most promirent 
railroad contractors in the country 
weve present at the of the bids, 
They inspected the proposed route of 
the thi:ty-five miles of railroad to be 
built. The bid of the Minnesota and 
Arizona Company represented by Gen- 
era! slanager Robinsoa, was materially 
lower than the others—iu fact, upwerd 
of $10,006, and as his company is cc*- 
sidered a financially stable one, it was 
given the contract. Before leaving Pres- 
cott Mr. Robinson stated that Arizona 
labor would be given preference so far 
as possible, in the work. About three 
hundred laborers and oneh hundred 
teams and scrapers will be necessary, 
and in a day or two the company will 
issue a circular stating the rate of 
wages to be given the various classes 
of help. The junction point of the new 
railroad will be five miles north of Pres- 
cott at Point-of-Rocks, and the general 
course of the new line will be east, 
with a southerly trend. It will pene- 
trate a mining region that ie fast devel- 
oping into exceptional richness, which 
has been retarded in the past by lack 
of transportation facilities, 

The fire at the Johnson house, where 
twenty or more guests had a narrow 
escape for their lives, is a matter of 
general concern.

Many Phoenix people 
come to Prescott in the summer time, 
so that this interchange of courtesies 
and hospitality is not lost by any 
means,

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Feb. 23.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] Washington’s 
birthday has come and gone in a blaze 
of glory. It was preceded on Monday 
by literary exercises in the grammar 
and primary grades of the public 
schools. Natured conspired with the 
Territorial administration for a great 
social event, the day being delightful. 
The crowds that thronged the streets 
of Phoenix were in many instances ap- 
pareled in spring attire, with sun um- 
brellas largely in evidence.

It never earned an honest dol- 
lar in its life, and its daily food Is 
stolen from some poor bird too small 
and too weak to defend itself and its 
property. Moreover, the eagle swoops 
down upon children, lambs and other 
innocent things and bears them to its 
home among the mountain crags. This 
alone is sufficient to oust it from the 
position of being the bird of America 
and prevent its picture from continu- 


ing on our dollars. On the other hand, | 


“the hen is a sweet-tempered, hard- 
working, productive creature. She ‘s 
identified with our home life and our 
domestic and national prosperity. She 
lays $290,000,000 worth of eggs every 
vea’, or four and a fraction eggs for 
each individual in the land. When the 
eagle is ‘loafing around waiting! to 
steal something to eat the modest hen 
is attending to business. And after a 
life of activity, laying eggs, cackling, 
laying more eggs and hatching little 
chicks, she gives up her life that the 
American boarding-house may thrive 
and wax fat.” 

This proposition of course will receive 
the enthusiastic support of that emi- 
nent poultry fancier, the Helena Inde- 
pendent, but before the final decision 
is made the claims of other prominent 
should be carefully 
considered. Among several objectiofis 
to the hen as the national bird, her sex 
is a serious drawback. Masculinity has 
always been regarded as essential in 
these matters.

He takes a 
deep, fatherly interest in his family, 
he is with them constantly, they look 
to him for succor and protection, and 
he is a born leader. The gander may 
excel him in naval demonstrations, the 
turkey gobbler in magnitude and majJ- 
esty of mien, the peacock in brilliant 
improvisations of tail, but the rooster 
is more typical of the American char- 
acter than any of them. He carries his 
pride to the extent of boastfulness, but 
he is smart, active, energetic and en- 
terprising; he possesses an eager ana 
inquiring mind; he is constantly look- 
ing into things and calling attention 


_to his discoveries in a vivacious and 


victorious tone of vaice; he is prone 
to sit on the fenee a good share of 
the time, but when occasion really de- 
mands he comes down off the perch 
and is ready for business or pleasure. 
His presence may not be so pompous 
and commanding as_ certain distin- 
guished beasts of prey, but we leave it 
to the calm judgment of an enlightened 
and digpassionate world whether the 
crowing of the American cock is not 
sweeter, nobler, more inspiring music 
to the ears of civilization than the 
roaring of the British lion, the growl- 
ing of the Russian bear, or the yelp- 
ing of the miserable Spanish cur.

AN ILLEGAL DEMAND. 


BCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT’S 
DISALLOWED. 


The City Auditor Refuses to Ap- 
prove It—Webb’s Junketing Bill 
Will Meet the Same Fate—Pro- 
tests Against a Street-railway 
Franchise. 


BILL 


City Auditor T. E. Nichols yesterday 
refused to approve the demand of J. 
A. Foshay, Superintendent of City 
Schools, for expenses incurred as a 
delegate to the meeting of the Na- 
tional Educational Association, held in 
Milwaukee on July 5, 1897. The amount 
of the demand was $150.17. 

Auditor Nichols first consulted the 
City Attorney and was informed that 
the expenditure could have been au- 
thorized by the Board.of Fducation 
only, in case it was directly for the 
benefit of the city schools. 

The City Auditor, in the light of this 
opinion, did not feel justified in allow- 
ing the demand. He notified the Board 
of Education of his decision, giving as 
his reasons that the board had no au- 
thority, under the charter, to author- 
ize the expenditure, and that the ex- 
penditure was not authorized by the 
board before the expense was incurred. 

The decision of City Auditor Nich- 
ols will be especially interesting to 
Walter L. Webb, the now discrediteé 
School director from the Ninth Ward. 
Webb also went junketing last July, 
and the school board, which he then 
controlled, allowed him the sum of $500 
to pay his expenses. When Webb came 
back he made an ineffectual attempt to 
cash his demand for $500, but both the 
City Auditor and the County Auditor 
were in doubt as to its validity, ana 
he did not get his money. While Webb 
was being tried before the Board of 
Education on the charge of blackmail- 
‘ing teachers, he referred tv the fact 
that he had not yet cashed his de- 
mand, though he omitted to state that 
this was due to no lack of effort on his 
part to secure the money. 

The refusal to allow frof. Foshay’s 
demand will probably dispose of 
Webb’s also, and the ex-boss will. be 
under the painful necessity of paying 
for his pleasure trip out of his own 
pocket. 


CITY POLICE JUSTICES. 


Pecuniary Consequences of Judge 
Van Dyke’s Decision. 

There is much speculation as to the 
extent to which the city’s finances will 
be affected by Judge Van Dyke’s de- 
cision yesterday that the City Police 
Courts are not valid tribunals. Under 
any construction the results’ will not 
be serious, but should the decision be 
sustained it may result in an annual 
loss of some $8000 to’the city.. 

Opinions of attorney’s vary consider- 
ably upon the subject. Some contend 
that Judge Van Dyke's decision will 
impose upon the county, the whole bur- 
den of supporting the two courts, and 
that all fines, fees, and penalties will 
inure to the eounty. Others are of the 
opinion that the city will be obliged to 
pay the salaries of the two judges, 
amounting to $2000 each, while all re- 
ceipts, except fines for violations of 
city ordinances, will go to the county.

STREET CARS 


Protests Against a Proposed Street- 
railway Line. 

A number of Alvarado-street prop- 
erty-owners appeared before the Board 
of Public Workg yesterday morning to 
protest against J. W. Hinton's petition 
for street-railway franchise. The 
route over which the petitioner desired 
to establish hie line ‘was as follows: 

Commencing at the corner of Alva- 
rado and Seventh streets south on Al- 
varado to Hoover, south on Hoover to 
Adams, thence on Adains to Budtong 
avenue, thence on Budlong to Jeffer- 
son. street, .thence west on Jefferson 
to the city limits; also com- 
mencing at Budlong avenue and Jeffer- 
son street, thence easterly to Wesley 
avenue. 

The protesting property-owners urge 
that there are already ample street- 
car facilities in that part of the city, 
and they strenuously objected to the 
use of Alvarado street for such pur- 
poses. The board, after hearing the 
protests, took the matter under advise- 
ment. It is probable that the board 
will finally recommend to the Council 


that the petition for a franchise be 
denied. 
The billboard war was again re- 


newed. Jud Rush, Esq., appeared in 
behalf of the Los Angeles Bill-posting 


Company to again protest against the 


habitual infractions of the ordinances 
by the Wilshire Company. He entered 
a protest also against the petition of 
the Wilshire Company that it be al- 
lowed to keep standing billboards that 
have already been erected, although 
erected contrary to the provisions of 
the ordinance. This protest prevailed, 
and the board decided to recommend 
that the Wilshire Company's petition 
be denied. 

Other recommenations adopted were 
as follows: 

That the bill of L. Brodie to im- 
prove Adams street between Hoover 
street and Congress avenue be ac- 
cepted: that proceedings to sidewalk 
Alvarado street between Ninth and 
Eleventh streets be abandoned; that 
the Terminal Railroad Company be in- 
structed to lay planks on both sides of 
and between its tracks the entire dis- 
tance across Avenue 41, and that the 
Street Superintendent be directed to 


place crosswalks across Midland 
avenue on the north and _= south 
sides of Avenue 41; that the 


City Engineer present ordinance of in- 
tention to improve Beaudry avenue 
between Bellevue avenue and Alpine 
street; that the City Engineer present 
ordinance of intention to grade, curb 
with cement and sidewalk Boylston 
avenue from First street to Second 
street under the bond provisions of the 
Vrooman Act; that the bid of L. C. 
Myers to improve Washington street 
between Central and Compton avenues 
be accepted; that the City Attorney 
prepare a new ordinance providing for 
the dedication of Wilshire boulevard 
as a public street in conformity with 
the recommendation of the Park Com- 
missioners. 

The Board of Public Works and the 
City Engineer also adopted the follow- 
ing recommendation: 

“We recommend that the appeal of 
C. H.M. Shibley et al., from the actsand 
determinations of the Superintendent 
of Streets in accepting the work of the 
improvement and sewering of Bauchet 
street between Date and Avila streets, 
and in issuing his assessment, warrant 
and diagram therefor be denied, and 
that the said acts and determinations 
of the Superintendent of Streets be 
confirmed and adopted.” 

The matter covered by this recom- 
mendation was the subject of a pro- 
longed debate at the last session of 
the Council. 


City Clerk’s Report. 


The City Clerk has prepared a report 
stating that it will be in order at the 
next meeting of the Council to pass 
final ordinances as follows: For the 
improvement of Grand View avenue 
from Eighth street to Ninth street: for

A SCAPEGOAT FOUND, 


THE BLACKMAN SHORTAGE LAID 
TO CAPT. BOLTON, 


The Defense Ferrets Out Every Dis- 
crepancy in Bolton’s Handwrit- 
ing, and Seeks to Make Them 
Cloak the Total Shortage. 


The defense had its innings in the 
Blackman trial yesterday, and the de- 
fendant’s counsel proceeded at once to 
arraign and try Capt. Bolton, rather 
than defend their own client. With 
considerable vigor Attorney Rogers, 
of defending counsel, wended his way 
through collector’s books, cash books, 
bank books, and other tomes of vari- 
ous shapes and sizes, dragging Ex- 
pert Poindexter with him and seeking 
to fasten upon the defunct Bolton al] 
the sins of omission and commission 
charged against Blackman, and other 
offenses altogether independent of 
Blackman. 

It waS made reasonably clear that 
Bolton had appropriated moneys of 
the Los Angeles Electric Company, 
or, at least, that there was a shortage 
in his accounts; but the evidence ad- 
duced along that .line neither contro- 
verted nor invalidated the evidence 
which showed certain shortages on 
Blackman’s part, all of the entries to 
which are in the defendant’s hand- 
writing, and consequently are alto- 
gether independent of any transgres- 
sions of Bolton's. 

Nevertheless the evidence yesterday 
appeared to negative the old proverb 
that “the lightning never strikes twice 
in the same place.”” So far it has 
been made to appear that both Black- 
man and Bolton were taking money 
from the company, and that being so 
it seems incomprehensible that Black- 
man should not have known what his 
Subordinate was doing, as Bolton was 
at work on the same books as the de- 
fendant himself. 

The entire morning yesterday was 
given up by Mr. Poindexter, the ac- 
countant who experted e books, to 
tracking a shortage of $1100 through 
the books. This being done, he gave 
as the amount of balance unaccounted 
for on July 13, 1897, the sum of -$8827.67. 
On that date there ought to have heen 
$9052.92, which, after deducting $225.25 
for bank overdrafts, would leave the 
net shortage as stated. 

Upon cross-examination Mr. Rogers 
drew the witness’s attention to the 
footings on three pages of cash book 
No. 3, and wanted to know if they 
were correct, and if so, would not any 
alterations made in the column figures 
have to be made prior to the footings, 


That being conceded, counsel found out 
from witnesa that thea amanunta in 


Hiackman’s cash blotter were all right, 
but had been altered in the cash book 


kept by Bolton. A namber of scratch- 


{ings were pointed out, and the jury’s 
attention directed to ‘the fact testified’ 


to by the witness, that these were in 
Bolton’s, and not Blackman’s, hand- 
writing. 

Witness stated ‘that he went through 
the consumer’s ledgers, one to ten, 
they being mostly in Bolton’s hand- 
writing. He found errors in the foot- 
ings as follows: 1895, a shortage of 
$409.50; 1896, a shortage of $1334.55; 
1897, to July 31, a shortage of $217.40, 
making a ‘total of $1961.45. He in- 
cluded: this amount in the aggregate 
shortage, which he reported. From 
Bolten’s books it was impossible to tell 
whether the payments entered on the 
consumer's books had been transferred 
or not, for the reason that some of the 
collectérs’ books—the books @f original 
entry—had been lost. 

The witness testified that $4809.94 en- 
tered upon the consumer's books, and 
which appear to have been paid, could 
not be found as having been trans- 
ferred to the cash books. He stated

rived at as to shortage. Mr. Poindex- 
ter, however, would not concede this, 
for in following a variety of items 
through the books the connection in 
some might be broken, and the con- 
clusion drawn from such imperfect fig- 
ures be wrong, and yet not affect the 
absolute verification of certain other 


deficits. 
Mr. Rogers proceeded .to inquire 
about certain small shortages in a 


collector’s returns to Bolton, and finally 
tried to discredit the witness by draw- 
ing forth the information that his first 
report upon the books of the electric 
company had been wrong. It was ex- 
plained that the first report was made 
on the supposition that a discovered 
mistake of $1000 on the ledger had been 
corrected, but as it had not the re- 
port was wrong in just that amount. 

This morning Mr. Poindeter will 
probably be recalled for some further 
cross-examination. 


WHEEL TURNED. 


And Louis Geigerich Wants $10,000 
in Consequence. 


Louis Geigerich, through his guard- 
ian, George Geigerich, filed suit yes- 
terday against Llewellyn Bros., Pro- 
prieters of the Llewellyns Iron Works, 
to recover $10,000 which he would like 
to have the company pay him as a re- 
sult of an accident that occurred last 
August. 

Acording to the complaint a large 
iron wheel, six feet high, belonging to 
the company, was left standing on its 
rim at the corner of Bernard and Yale 
streets. It is alleged that the ground 
at that point is sloping and the removal 
of a little dust, or even the forcé of a 
breeze was liable to start this wheel 
rolling at any minute, making it a dan- 
gerous menace to life and limb. Asa 
maitter of fact, on a certain day the 
wheel did start on its dangerous course, 
and finding Louis Geigerich, who is 
only 11 years old, in its way knocked 
him down and broke his leg, as the 
complaint says, disfiguring him 
and making him a cripple for life. 
While the complaint states fully how 
the wheel might have started, ft does 
not state how it did start, and as there 
is nothing to show that it was wafted 
along by an August zephyr, ft is not 
unreasonable to suppose that the boy 
was playing’on top of itw hen it turned 
over. At any nate Geigerich hopes to 
get $10,000 from the company for their 
carelessness in leaving it in a place 
where it was susceptible of so many 
influences that at any moment might 
turn it into a formidable instrument 
of destruction. ; 


LOCATION OF BASSETT’S HOME 
Cuts Quite a Figure in the Admin- 
istration of His Estate. 

A contest to the probate of the es- 
tate of O. T. Bassett was commenced 
yesterday in Department Two of the 
Superior Court by Public Administrator 
Frank Kelsey. Bassett died in El Paso, 
Tex., several weeks ago, leaving prop- 
erty in this State valued at $100,000. 
He also owned property in Texas worth 
$150,000. W. Blinn applied for let- 
ters of administration on the estate in 

this State. 

The law provides in this State that 
when no will has been left, the Public 
Administrator shall on the death of a 
non-resident have charge of the prop- 
erty within the State. Public Adminis- 
trator Kelsey filed a protest to the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Blinn on the ground 
that Bassett was a resident of Texas. 

Judge Clark yesterday heard several 
witnesses who testified .that Baseett 
had purchased a ranch at Gar- 
dena, which he expected to make his 
home, ard that he had stated on va- 
rious occasions that California was his 
home; also that he was preparing at 
the time of his death ‘to come to thie 
State with the intention of remaining.

IN MEMORIAM. 


Services in Memory of Those Lost 
on the Maine. 

A fair audience greeted Rabbi Solo- 
mon last.evening at the Temple B'nai 
B'rith (Sons of the Covenant,) al- 
though the vast auditorium would 
easily have contained as many more. 
It was the regular weekly meeting 
with the memorial exercises added, and 
a special musical programme 
been arranged for the occasion. Be- 
sides the eight numbers of the Hebr=wv 
ritual (Goldstein,) there were intro- 
duced the following: “Hear Us, Oh 
Father,”’ (Mendelssohn;) ‘Protect Us 
in Thy Mercy,” (Foster,) “I Sought 
the Lord,’ (Stevenson;) ‘‘Words' of 
Peace,” (Gounod.) | 

Rabbi Solomon offered a prayer for 
those lost on the ill-fated battleship 
and their friends who survive to 
mourn their loss, during which he said: 

“The lives of many of our stoutest 
patriots, of the bravest defenders of 
our glorious republic have suddenly 
been cut off. The prop of many a 
house has fallen. Alas! husbands, 
sons and fathers have been cut down 
in the pride of manhood, and their 
sad and sudden end cannot but move 
all men to sympathy, all eyes to tears, 
and all souls to prayers in memory 
of their self-sacrificing patriotism. So 
do we, at this solemn evening hour, 
call to mind their courage, their 


heroism, their martyrdom, which shall 


be more enduring in our memory 
than statues of stone or monuments of 
brass. They have gone to live in the 
divine presence; their task is over; 
they have done their duty; may their 
souls find peace in the celestial abode, 
and may their memory be blest 
forever and aye.”’ 

The subject of the rabbi’s discourse 
was ‘“‘Peace.””’ He said in part: “In 
this latter part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the military spirit, or making 
war for war’s sake, is fast passing 
away, and we are firm believers in 
peace, and not in war, because we be- 
lieve thait peace is more profitable than 
warfare. When we search for’ the 
cause of the spirit of war and con- 
quest, which actuated people.jn. the 
past, we find it to have bgen the 
selfishnessof emperors, popes, poten- 
tates or petty tyrants, and the result 
was ignorance, superstition afid fanati- 
cism, because war and desolation go 
hand in hand with barbarism, and 
the barbarism of medieval days was 
worse than that of the savage, because 
in the breast of the savage there 
burns an instinct of love for his fellow- 
ee for those nearest and dearest to 

m 


“The thirty years’ war formed a4 
period of transition from medieval bar- 
barism to modern liberalism; it was a 
war that to a certain extent was justi- 
fied, as it was a war for principles, 
or believed to be so, at least, by the 
masses. 

“The enlightened nations of the 
world today owe their advancement, 
not to war, but to the pursuit of 
peace. We of America, within the 
present century, have outrun in civ- 
jlization and progress. if not in. the 
arts and sciences, all Europe, and 
why?

Not alone the 
shedding of innocent blood, the de- 
struction of house and home, and 


the wiping out of commerce, but the 
deprivaition and the degradation of 


the peonvle, sinking back into parbhar- 
ism. The time must soon bo when 
we will settle all questions? fot by 


the sword, but by arbitration.’ There 
is reallv no reason why nations can- 
not do this. as well as individuals: they 
do not fight at once as soon as they 
disagree. This was once the custom, 
but duelline is now almost unknown, 


and -the national duel must go the 
same way.

HONOLULU, February 4.—At: 12 


o’ clock noon oon February 16, 
the Hawaiian Legislature, under 
the present government, will com- 


mence its se@nd_ regular biennial 
session, and then for some little time 
the center of local interest will be 
at the executive building in Honolulu, 
which has been so often pictured: to 
the world.as the palace, built during 
David Kalakaua’s reign as King. 
President Dole being absent from the 
country, Henry E. Cooper, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, is Acting President. 
The Legislature will have many im- 
portant matters to consider, one be- 
ing the sewering of the city of Hono- 
lulu. At first glance it seems almost 
incredible that a city of the size and 
age of Honolulu is not already sew- 
ered, or else wiped from the earth by 
pestilence. But the city still stands, 
radiant in its tropical verdure, and 1s 
being adorned here and there by masg- 
nificent modern buildings, that would 
credit any city in the United States. 


The people generally seem happy and. 


prosperous, and there is comparatively 
little sickness among them. The truth 


‘fs, the people are protected against 
themselves, by the 


peculiar formation 
of the tsland, and the same holds good, 
I believe, of all the other islands of 
the group. The porousness of the soil 


4s something wonderful, the frequent 


rains being absorbed as by a sponge. 
Only a few feet under the surface, 
varying at different places, is a great 
layer of coarse volcanic sand, and 
This 
sand connects directly with tide water. 
The deduction seems to be that up to 
now the sewage of the city, instead « 

being carried into the ocean in pipes, 
has been run into cesspools, Which 
penetrate this bed of volcanic sand, 
through which it has been carried or 
forced, in the course of time, to its 
proper destination by storm waters 
and the underground streams that are 
said to exist. I am told that closets 
and cesspools which are deep enough 
to penetrate the volcanic sand—and I 
presume most of them are—seldom or 
cleaning, because’ the 


streets are nearly all macadamized, 
and shed storm water; the surface is 
being covered by buildings, and ce- 
ment and macadamized walks and 
drives, all of which prevent the rains 
from washing the soil in the manner 
I have described. So the conditions 
are changing, and a system of sewers 
for the most populous portions of the 


is deemed a necessity, and’ from’ 


my observation of affairs here, I am 


led to believe that the need will be 


recognized by the Legislature, and the 
work ordered done. 

Probably ninety-nine out of every 100 
strangers who come here, are puz- 
zled by this volcanic sand. Many of 
the streets and sidewalks, and nearly 
every walk and drive in a private 
yard, are covered with it. It makes a 
fine top dressing. It is black and 
coarse, but regular as any other 
It looks like coal cinders that 
have been crushed, and is taken for 
that by strangers, who soon wonder 
how so much of that kind of material 
could be accumulated in a place where 
it is always summer, and no fires are 
needed or used, except for kitchen 
ranges and a limited amount ‘of manu- 
facturing. This black sand would be 
@ bonanza to Los Angeles, and other 
Southern California cities, and I am 
not sure but it would be nrofitable bal- 
last for ships that leave here “light.”’ 

I have experienced a couple of 
“booms” in California—1872 to 1874, and 
1887—and if signs as I understand 
them are to be relied upon, these 
islands will soon be booming. The ar- 
rivals here from the‘‘Coast” and other 
countries are much more than the de- 
partures, with the result that Hono- 
lulu is getting full. The hotels, the 
accommodations of which are none too 
great in ordinary times, are deep in 
the problem of how to put the most 
people in the least space, ‘and have 
commenced to “annex’’ every avail- 
able room in private residences within 
a reasonable distance. Boarding- 
houses and lodging-houses are having 
a good run, and a displayed sign, 

Rooms to let,” is pretty sure to at- 
tract callers. But I am pleased to ob- 
Serve that public-spirited men are mak- 
ing strong efforts to care for the 
strangers within the gates, by erecting 
cottages for rent; and the rush of 
strangers to this city must, indeed, be 
@ great one if all are not made com- 
fortable. 
Many of the.people who are coming’ 
down here are tourists pure and sim- 
ple, but there are others who have an 
eye to the main chance, and will turn 
an honest penny or two by speculation 
—if they see the opportunity. Put me 
down for a false prophet if nearly as 
much money is not made on these isl- 
ands in the next twelve months by 
buying and selling land and business 
opportunities, as will be dug out of 
the Klondike gold fields in the same 
time. I do not look forward to such a 
possibility with unalloyed pleasure, 
however, becaused if some win others 
will surely lose: and if a boom, such 
as Southern California had in 1887, 
should come here, the development of 
the great soil possibilities of this Par- 
adise of the Pacific might he checked 
while men had the fever to become 
rich. quickly at. some one else’s ex- 
pense. If there is “a boom on” jt will 
be brought here, because ¢éhe business 
‘men now resident in the country are 
going steadily ahead their pro- 
framme of developing and beautifying 
the country, by establishing new plan- 
tations, building railroads and grand 
buildings, and making wagon 
that will stand forever as monuments. 
of good werk If some reason for the 
faith I have that a boom is coming is 
needed, I can give a very recent one:

Bidding be- 
came spirited, as the insignificant 
$150,000 were left in the background. 
The ball was opened at the upset 
price, and the price was raised by 
31000 and $5000 jumps, until the ham- 
mer finally fell on $251,000, and ‘the 
property went to A. D. McClellan, @ 
Bostonian, who arrived in the country 
two days ago! I wouldn’t be surprised 
to at any time hear that he had sold 
an ranch to some other haole for $500,- 


I have promised myself to leave pol- 
itics to those who have a liking that 
Way; but one can hardly be human 
and always maintain silence. At differ- 
ent times and in different places I 
have heard slighting remagks made 
about this 
that is now guiding the Hawaiian 
ship of state. But I want to say that 
instead of being censured, the Dole 
government should have great praise 
for the work it has done and is doing 
for these islands. I have traveled about 
the islands some, and have noted 
things and asked questions. Wherever 
I have noticed a substantial public im- 
provement, something that adds to the 
wealth of the islands and the comfort 
and convenience of the people, I have 
been told that it was made by the Dole 
government. A few years ago there 
were practically no roads on any of 
these islands; now there are many, 
many miles of lovely macadamized 
roads—all made by this government. 
And so it is all along the line. If the 
sovernment were not a good one, is 
it reasonable to suppose that in a place 
where the population is s0 mixed, and 
where there is so much political disap- 
pointment, that there would be no more 
lawlessnesss than there is here? The 
public service seems to be efficient, and 
the “machine” runs along without jars 
that I can discover. Strict discipline 
may be one primary cause of this good 
service; I am led to think so from a 
circumstance that has come to my no- 
tice: In the fire department employ 
was a driver who was god at his work 
and reliable. A cast-iron rule is that 
there shall be no intoxicating liquors 
brought into the fire station, and that 
no man shall drink while on duty. The 
driver mentioned felt sick one day, 
and in a thoughtless moment took a 
small flask of whisky into his room 
intending to take a drink “for medic- 
inal purposes,” when he went to bed. 
But the breaking of the rule was 
quickly discovered and the man sum- 
marily discharged. 

One of the most important parte of 
the Hawaiian government is the Board 
of Health, which is a hard-working, ef- 
ficient body of. men, devoting much of 
their time for the protection of the 
public's health. The board has fre- 
quent meetings, the proceedings of 
which are published in the daily papers 
of Honolulu. Just now there is earnest 
discussion on the proposition to ask 
the Legislature to appropriate a goodly 
sum of money to maintain an expert 
food inspector. All fish sold in the big 
public fish market is inspected by an 
officer of the board, as is also the 
slaughter-houses, dairies and all miJk 
brought into the market. Whenever 
a cow is found to have tuberculosis, .it 


is promptly killed, no matter to whom. 


it may belong. The service is good so 
far as it goes, but there is a disposi- 
tion to increase it to the extent of the 
law, and to enlarge on the law if it-is 
found to not aJready give power to con- 
demn and destroy anything known to 
be deleterious to the public health. 
There is a suspicion abroad that since 
there is such a vigorous crusade in San 
Francisco against adulterated food, 
that some unscrupulous dealers may 
have sent~some of their impure goods 
to this market. Whoever knowingly 
sells or gives to another food that is 
known by him to be impure, and that 
will poison the system and shorten life 
is guilty of nothing less than murder— 
harsh though the term may be—and 
deserves punishment for such. Ha- 
waiian people propose to ward off any 
attempts upon their health by un- 
seropuilcus 4enters in. food. 
The great number of personal letters 
of inquiry that are coming to me now 
ie pretty good proof that The Times 
is carefully read everywhere in South- 
ern California, and also that there is 
general interest in these islands. Al- 
most every letter says: “I have been 
reading your letters in the Los Angeles 
Times, and, knowing no one on the 
islands take the liberty of writing to 
you.” I trust this paragraph will not 
be ‘‘blue penciled,” as it is designed to 
be a little protection to myself. On 
nearly every one of these letters I am 
required to pay from 6 to 10 cents 
“short postage’ — unquestionably 
through the thoughtfulness of the 
sender, who is not aware that letters 
to a foreign country within the postal 
union, require 5 cents postage for every 
half ounce, and that all short postage 
is charged double againet the receiver.. 
These letters ask purely personal qués- 
tions, which would often take hours o 
my time to answer; and it is the excep- 
tion and not the rule, when there is 
anything inclosed for return postage. 
Now, where I can anewer these letters 
without giving too much of my time, 
which is valuable to me, and without 
having to use my own money to pay 
postage two ways, I am pleased to do 
so, hoping to be of some_ service to 
humanity. I make no charge for what 
time I am able to give to such work, 
but do not feel it my duty to pay the 
postage bills of strangers, and give 
them my eervices free in addition.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

FOUR THOUSAND WORDS A MIN- 
UTE. Prof. Crehore of Dartmouth Col- 
lege read before the Franklin Insti- 
tute a report to the Postmaster-General 
of experiments made in England last 
Summer by himself and Lieut. G. O. 
Squier, U.S.A., with the synchrono- 
graph, a recent invention for the rapid 
transmission of intelligence by the al- 
ternating current. According to the 
report, the experiments were success- 
ful, and, it is thought, will effect a 
revolution in telegraphy and telephony. 
The idea of the synchronograph origi- 
nated in 1895, when Prof. Crehore used 
the alternating current in an unper- 
fected state at Dartmouth College and 
sent and received at the rate of 800 a 
minute. Since then machines have 
been perfected that will send and re- 
cord 4000 words a minute. An exchange 


Says: 

“The result of the experiment made 
shows that the uSe of the alternating 
electro-motive force, which rises gradu- 
ally from zero to a maximum and then 
falls again to zero as gradually, is the 
best kind of wave for use on actual 
lines with disturbed capacities. The 
substitution of the synchronograph for 
the Wheatstone transmitter on identi- 
cal lines, using the same receiver in 
each instance, showed a speed of opera- 
tion by the synchronograph about 
three-fold faster, provided the me- 
chanical limit of the receiver was not 
already reached. 

“The causes of this great increase of 
speed are differences in the waves 
which pass through the receiver: since 
the only way by which the identical re- 
ceiver can distinguish between trans- 
mitters is by differences in the actual 
‘waves received. The waves of current 
passing through the receiver, which 
control its operation, are not of the 
same shape as the electro-motive force

STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that foreign possibilities have much affected 
speculation and caused hesitation in some 
large business operations, possibly account- 
ing in part for a check in the rapid advance 
of wheat, but industrial production ‘con- 
tinues larger than ever, a few more works 
being added to the active «'st, with a de- 
crease in the number of hands on strike and 
renewed evidence that the volume of busi- 


| ness is larger than in February than of ary 


previous year. Nor is ‘here any symptom 
of a senseless craze based on rising prices. 
The legitimate export and Jomestic demand 
presses closer to the capacity of works, end 
though there is no flighty advance in any 
line, and in all narrowness of profit is a 
matier of complaint, new business for this 
duj/l season is unprecedented. Wheat con- 
tinued its progress upward untill 108% was 
reached Monday, but declined 3\%c later, as 
if there were fears that Spain would some- 
how stop British vessels from taking wheat 
across the water. Any yielding based on 
foreign possibilities deserves little notice, 
but the price has advanced about 10c since 
Chicago speculators last took occasion to 
shake off weak followers, and the opportunity 
for reaction was inviting. There is no abat- 
ing of foreign demands. Atlantic exports 
were 1.968.814 bushels, flour included, for the 
week, against 1,326,444 last year and Pacific 
exports 1,576,376 against 136,464 last year, 
and in view of current excitement these 
figures are more important than the aggre- 
gate for four weeks, 10,496,912 bushels against 
6.588.415 last year from Atlantic ports and 
4,053,028 against 1,611,246 from Pacific ports. 
Corn exports for the week 14.5 per cent less 
than last year, but the cash price declined 
but slightly. The spot price of cotton was 
not affected. It is not the season for much 
improvement in textile manufacture, but the 
cotton branch har gained by the closing of 
the strike in one Fall River mill and by the 
addition of some works at the South. The 
woolen manufacturer meets many cancella- 
tions, especially in goods sold early without 
definite prica, but is doing more than ever 
at this season, though new business in the 
higher grades of worsted and woolens is not 
particularly encouraging. Sales of wool are 
slow. with weakness in colthing, amounting 
to about 2 cents decline from the highest 
point. indicating that mills have at present 
abundant stocks but some are selling forcign 
wool in order to take supplies of other qual- 
ities. In goods of medium and low grades, 
the demand continues large. The silk manu- 
facture shows a remarkable increase during 
the last six months, having imported raw 
material far in excess of consumption in any 
previous year and at a rate 120 per cent. 
above the imports in the last census year. 
The tron manufacture has more demand for 
products and slightly better prices for 
Bessemer pig, which has advanced to $10.40 
at Pittsburgh, with gray forge unchanged 
there. local coke strong at Chicago in spite 
of some southern weakness and eastern an- 
thracite really unchanged, though quota- 
tions are a shade lower. No finished prod- 
ucts have changed in price, and all are 
strong -iIn demand, except from the bar 
which a combination has failed to advance. 
Some large contracts are reported, especially 


in car and bridge building, ship and 
structural work and the demand for shects 
is heavy. Minor metals changed but little, 


tin weakening a shade to 14 cents, with large 
receipts. 

Failures for the week have been 233 in the 
United States against 296 last year and 30 
in Canada against 50 last year.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Bradstreet’s financial 
review tomorrow will say that under the in- 
fluence of the Maine disaster the stock mar- 
ket was unsettled at the end of last week, 
Liquidation continued on Monday, the holi- 
day on the succeeding day creating a desire 
to curtail speculative engagements. On 
Wednesday, in the face of heavy buying by 
London, the market showed increased weak- 
ness and liquidation tendencies, and contin- 
ued this course on Thursday, breaking with 
some violence. The hardening of interest 
under withdrawals of money for use in busi- 
ness at the interior, and consequent reduc- 
tion of the time loans added to the unsettled 
feeling, and the calling in of loans was among 
the chief disturbing factors. London was 
again a large buyer at the breaks, its total 
purchases in the two days being estimated at 
over one hundred thousand shares, though 
this was considered to be mainly speculative, 
and likely to result in selling on the rally 
which foreign operators believed would ensue. 
Some large interests were purchasers of the 
specialties, such activity being prominent in 
the Vanderbilt stocks, in People’s Gas and 
Rock Island, and in the Pacifics and Kansas 
and Texas. The bear party was, however, 
very active in the progress of the decline. 
Throughout the week the Traction stocks and 
Sugar were especially unsteady and ready to 
yield, indicating both that the prices for 
them had been put to an unduly high level, 
and that their rise had attracted considerable 
weak buying. Rumors of all kinds regard- 
ing alleged discoveries about the loss of the 
Maine and the probable effect on our rela- 
tions with Spain had free circulation, and the 
market was too demoralized on Thursday to 
take notice of favorable circumstances, such 
as the drop im exchange rates in response to 
the advance in money here and the accom- 
panying possibility that any future rise in in- 
terest there would have the effect of attracting 
gold from the other side of the Atlantic. 

While business of a speculative nature has 
been quick to reflect the increasing strain in 
political affairs in reduced values and with- 
drawals or curtailment of activity in some 
lines, there is little to indicate that the vol- 
ume of distributive trade has been reduced, 
and reports to Bradstreet's this week, so far 
as the latter branch of business is concerned, 
are among the best received this year. With 
few important exceptions, the price situation 
is one of strength, while the enlarged demand 
for coarse grains is taken to reflect the turn- 


New York there is considerab® more doing 
in the jobbing trade. The cotton situaticn is 
one of firmness, reflecting a like curtailment 
of production growing out of labor troubles, 
and the firmness of raw cotton induced by a 
he export demand. Wool is firm, but the 
emand has perceptibly slackened, and there 
is less doing in manufactured goods. The 
best report as to the distribution trade made 
so far this year comes from the Central 
West. Spring trade there is reported earlier 
than usual. Kansas City, perhaps the most 
important market for agricultural imple- 
ments in the country, reports the demand ex- 
ceeding all records, and sales limited only 
by the ability to deliver orders. The demand 
for iron and steel at the West still contin- 
ues large, and prices are firm. A feature of 
Chicago trade bea been the placing of an 


‘order for 5000 tons of steel rails for a rall- 


road in Alaska. Almost equally good reports 
come from the Northwest, where trade is re- 
ported either fully equal to or ahead of last 
year. The South seems to have shared in the 
improvement to a notable extent. The word 
.Klondike accurately pictures the situation on 
‘the Pacific Coast. All eyes appear to be fixed 
onthe outfitting trade, and the transportation 
of men and supplies to the North. Exports 
of wheat, including flour, from this country 
and Canada during the past week (five days) 
aggregate 3,722,469 bushels, against 3,932,744 
bushels last week, and 1,372,216 bushels a year 
ago. Corn exports amount to 3,692,799 bushels, 
against 5,056,575 bushels last week and 4.744,- 
485 in this week a year ago. A very large drop 
in the number of business failures is indi- 
cated by reports to Bradstreet's this week, 
the total number being only 183, against 269 
last week, 258 in the corresponding week of 
1897, and 271 in 1896. Business failures in the 
Dominion of Canada this week number 45, 
against 38 last week; 50 in this week a year 
ago, and 51 in 1896.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—There was a sharp 
recovery in the prices of stocks today in 
which the engagement of gold for import was 
the predominant influence, The course of the 


exchange market yesterday foreshadowed the 


early importaion of gold, which is the direct 
outcome of the stiffening in the rates for call 
money. The amount of sterling exchange 
held in New York is variously estimated at 
from $40,000,000 upward. A large part of it 


has been used as collateral for loans, and the 


large liquidation of loans has released a quan- 


tity of this exchange and brought it upon 


the market. In other words, the rise in 
money rates makes it more profitable to bring 
home funds which have been left abroad on 


account of the higher rate hitherto prevailing 


there. The import movement of gold is likely 
to continue unless there should be a sharp 


advance in the money market in London and 
and Paris. 


The calling in of this country’s 
gold credits abroad is likely to put a stop 
for the present to the foreign buying of our 
securities, which has been large of late, and 
which continued even today. The bcars made 
an effort to retain control of the stock market 
at the opening today by raiding a few 
of the specialties; notably’ Metropolitan 
Street Railway and Manhattan, but 
they were unable to wipe out. the 
gains shown in sympathy with London. 
Trading was nervous during the first hour, 
but after that the upward tendency became 
fairly settled, and continued throughout the 
day with sligh fractional reactions. A dis- 
tinguishing feature of business was the large 
number of small lots of stock changing hands, 
reflecting a large investment demand. The 
day’s highest level of prices, was not fully 
maintained, but net gains generally were from 
1 to 2 points. Great Northern preferred gained 
6 points on renewed rumors of valuable dis- 
tribution to be made to stockholders. The 
effort being made to adjust rate differences 
on western and, transcontinental lines was a 
favorable factor in the market. Money on 
call loaned at 3 per cent., but later became 
easier in response to gold engagements.

SANTA MONICA, Feb. 25.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The lack of rainfall this season 
will not be without advantage to @ie work 
at the State Forestry Station, which is s.t- 
uated in a fork of Santa Monicg,Cafion about 
two miles northerly from this Pity. Of the 
many varieties of eucalypti which are beng 
experimentally grown there, is that one which 
is known to science as Bucalyptus marg'nata, 
and which in Australia is called the ‘‘jarrah.”’ 
The wood of this tree is very hard, and has 
the reputation of being teredo proof, which 
would make it valuable for use as piling. The 
tree growa very large in Australia, and in 
the western portion of this island continent 
piles of that wood that were drivem as long 
ago as 1820 are still in good condition. The 
propagation of the tree in this country being 
very desirable, the experiment of raising 
specimens of it here was tried. One specimen 
which had reached a considerable size died 
during the dry winter season two years ago 
and another has died this winter. Superin- 
tendent Barber says he has a few small speci-

“tree in some other locality, where there is 
more moisture. One specimen planted near 
Pasadena died from lack of..water. This sea-

Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding $20.’’ 

NEW CHARTER POSSIBLE. 

The matter of a new charter for the city 
of San Diego is receiving considerable at- 
tention and it is now quite likely that the 
matter will soon be taken up, and as soon 
as the provisions can be determined upon, 
the public asked to vote upon it. 

At a meeting of the Common Council 
Wednesday two resolutions were adopted 
bearing on charter revisions.

Scarlet Fever Abating. 

SANTA ANA, Feb. 25.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence. ] About thirty Orange county 
fruit-growers attended the deciduous-fruit- 
growers’ meeting in Spurgeon’s Hall this aft- 
ernoon. Organizer A. R. Sprague, who is 
working in the interests of the deciduous-. 
fruit growers of Southern California, ad- 
dressed the fruit representatives present. Mr. 
Sprague has made a careful study of the 
fruit industry of this part of the State, and 
gave them some valuable information in 
regard to marketing the product, how to pre- 
part it for shipment, and where to ship it. 
The most essential thing, he said, is the 
proper grading and packing of the fruit. An- 
other point he mentioned was the large 
amount of profits which go to the commis- 
sion men, and the small extent of the f.0.b. 
market. D. Edson Smith, Dr. Greenleaf, Ray 
Billingsley, Mr. Artz, and W. H. Spurgeon 
also addressed the meeting. 

The result of the meeting was the organ- 
ization of the Santa Ana Deciduous and Nut 
Growers’ Association, which will be incor- 
porated with a capital stock of $10,900, di- 
vided into 2000 shares of $5 each.
